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PREFATORY. 



The Thirty-ninth Annual Report of the State Board of Education 
contains the most vital school statistics as submitted by the several 
County School Boards, and also gives reports on the more important 
phases of work of the public schools of Maryland for the fiscal year 
ending July 31, 1905. If comparison be instituted between this and 
similar reports of this Board for previous years, it will be shown that 
there has been steady advancement in all the essentials which go to 
make up a useful and efficient system of public education. Judging 
from the reports made by the county school officials and observations 
of representatives of the Department of Education, it is apparent 
that commendable progress has been made in engrafting on our 
school system the new features of the revised school law, and that 
good school-room results are more easily obtainable than heretofore. 
The increase of four and one-half cents in the State school tax is 
being judiciously expended in providing larger and more attractive 
buildings, more comfortable furniture, necessary school apparatus, 
and better salaries for teachers. With but very few exceptions, 
County Commissioners have not cut down the county school appro- 
priations, because of the increase from the State, and in several 
instances the county school tax rate has been increased in order that 
no part of the State appropriation shall be forfeited. Every county 
in the State, with the exception of Garrett county, which was made 
an exception in the educational bill, kept its white schools open nine 
months and observed the provisions of the law in fixing for teachers 
of such schools a minimum salary of three hundred dollars. In some 
counties, where the salaries of teachers, before the passage of the 
new law, fell below three hundred dollars, it was found necessary to 
make no difference in favor of the kind or class of certificate held. ' 
This made a discrimination against experienced and capable teachers 
whose salaries should be in excess of the minimum fixed by the 
school law. The county school appropriation in such instances 
should be increased sufficiently to enable the County School 
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Boards to arrange a schedule of salaries which will be fair to all. 
When this is done thei-e will be removed the only hardship which 
the operation of the new law imposes so far as the white schools are 
concerned. In the matter of the colored schools, the length of year 
was too short in some counties, notably in Anne Arundel, where 
those schools were kept open but one term of two and a half months. 
The October apportionment of school funds (f200,000) was accepted 
by the County School Boards as the average quarterly apportion- 
ment and brought unnecessary alarm. It was mandatory to keep the 
white schools open nine months, and optional in regard to the colored 
schools. This, perhaps, explains why the colored school year was 
shortened in some counties. But as the annual State appropriation 
was more than f 1,100,000, this made a surplus for a great majority of 
the counties at the close of the school year. 

There are reasons for believing that the school year for the colored 
pupils will be gradually lengthened in those counties where it is now 
too short, and ample opportunities will be given for school advan- 
tages. In the absence of compulsory education it is noticeable that 
in several counties the colored pupils are not privileged to start to 
school until October, and very many ai'e required to leave school 
about the first of April. Because of these conditions it is a waste 
of money in many localities to attempt to keep the colored schools 
open as long as the law requires the white schools to remain in 
session. 

An inspection of secondary schools of the State was made, and a 
list of accredited high schools is given as a part of this report. In 
determining whether a school should be included in the list it is a 
fundamental requirement that the course of study prescribed for 
the high schools shall be completed in a manner satisfactory to the 
one who makes the inspection. Another requirement is that the 
Principal shall have at least one assistant for the work of the high 
school grades. Any arrangement which provides less teaching force 
for such grades will defeat the school from obtaining a place in the 
accredited list. Any school making the claim that its work meets 
all the requirements of the curriculum and number of high school 
teachers may apply for an inspection. 

In this report will be found special references and reports on the 
following subjects: (a) School Commissioners' Associations; (b) 
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County Superintendents' meeting; (c) Manual Training Schools; 
(d) State Normal Schools; (e) Public School Anniversaries; (f) 
Maryland State Teachers' Association; (g) Teachers' Institutes; (h) 
Compulsory Education; (i) Building, heating and ventilating one 
school-room buildings. 

The statistics contained in the reports of County School Boards 
are complete and will give such data as are necessary to an under- 
standing of the progress of school work.

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MARYLAND STATE NOR^L\L SCHOOL. 

Baltimore^ Md., December 1st, 1904. 

The annual meeting of the Association of School Commissionera 
and County Superintendents convened in the library of the State 
Normal School building today. The meeting was called to order by 
the President, Louis L. Beatty, at eleven o'clock, and 48 members 
answered the roll-call. 

The President in his address congratulated the Association on the 
fact that the last General Assembly had been liberal in its treatment 
of the educational interests of the State, enacting such legislation as 
the school authorities recommended. Mr. Beatty also noticed several 
abuses, the remedy of which this Association should endeavor to 
bring about. 

The first subject on the program, "How may the County Superin- 
tendents and the County School Commissioners help to increase the 
number of teachers doing the work of the State Reading Circle?" was 
considered. 

A paper on the subject was read by Mr. Thomas M. Johnson of 
Howard. Messrs. Garey of Cecil, Mish of Washington, Browning of 
Garrett, Joy of St. Mary's, Biddle of Cecil, Simpson of Carroll, 
Grouse of Caroline, Cook of Baltimore county, Wright of Harford, 
Sasscer of Prince George's, Nichols of Talbot, Willison of Allegany, 
Dr. Prettyman, Dr. Stephens, Dr. Dodson of Talbot, Messrs. Stanley 
of Prince George's, Boblitz of Frederick, Phillips of Howard, 
Wathen of Anne Arundel, and Prof. Austin engaged in the discus- 
sion. 

A paper on the second subject of the program was read by Dr. 
Stephens. The subject is, "Should this Association encourage the 
publication of a Maryland School Journal?'' 

Before reading his paper Dr. Stephens referred to the decease of 
Dr. Elijah Williams of Anne Arundel, Henry C. Fisher and Thomas 
W. Jones of Caroline, and Martin J. Perkins of Dorchester, late 
members of this Association ; and also to the death of Dr. James L. 
Bryan, for a long time School Examiner of Dorchester county. 

The question, after the reading of Dr. Stephens's paper, was dis- 
cussed by Messrs. Charles T. Wright, A. W. Sisk and S. Simpson. 

Dr. Simpson moved that the President appoint a committee of 
three to inquire into the advisability and the practicability of pub- 
lishing a State school journal, the committee to report at the next 
meeting of this Association. The motion was seconded by Mr. 
Dashiell and discussed by Messrs. Willison, Nichols, Simpson and 
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Wright, and Dr. Dodsou. The President appointed as this commit- 
tee Dr. S. Simpson and Messrs. John D. Worthington and A. W. Sisk. 

On motion of Mr. Chaplain, the committee was authorized to act, 
if it seems exjiedient, prior to making a formal report. 

Dr. Stephens moved that the title of the Association be amended 
by substituting the word ^'Superintendents" for **Kxaminer8.'' The 
motion was carried. 

The Association adjourned.

MARYLAND S'lATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

Baltimore, December 2nd, 10(>4. 

The Association of School Commissioners and County Superin- 
tendents of Maryland met in the library of the State Normal School, 
and was called to order by President Beatty at 10.50 A. M. 

The minutes of the meetings of December 4th, 1903, and of Decem- 
ber 1st, 1904, were read and ordered recorded as read. 

The Committee on Resolutions, Dr. Simpson, Chairnmn, reported as 
follows : 

"Mr. President and Members of the Association of School Com- 
missioners: Your Committee on Resolutions begs leaye to submit 
the following: 

^^Whereas, The teacher in the S(rhool room, face to fac»e with the 
pupils, is, in the final analysis, responsible for bringing out the best 
results of the System of Public Education ; and 

'^Whereas, Si)ecial training is yery necessary in exalting the work 
of teaching to the dignity of a professicm; be it 

'*1. Resolved, That this Association heartily commends to the 
teachers the books of the State Reading Circle course as a most 
important means of securing professional training for the work. 

^'Resolved, That we extend our thanks to the Managers of the 
Reading Circle for their judicious selection of books, and for their 
earnest and intelligent manner in which they haye emphasized the 
importance of this subject. 

'* Resolved, That it is the sense of this Association that one of the 
best ways by which County School Boards can adyanc*e the cause of 
education, is to urge and encourage the teachers to read and study 
these books. 

"2. Resolved, That we extend our thanks to our honored State 
Superintendent, Dr. M. Bates Stephens, for the yast amount of work 
which he, so judiciously, did in the preparation of the bill known 
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as the *New School Law,' and for the untiring efforts with which he 
followed that measure until it received the signature of the Governor. 

"3. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Association that a 
Maryland School Journal would be of great service to us in advanc- 
ing the cause of Public Education in our own State, and in keeping 
Maryland to the front in the great work of National education. 

"'Whereas, Since the last meeting of this Association it has pleased 
Almighty God in his infinite wisdom to remove from our midst our 
faithful associates and friends, Dr. Elijah Williams of Anne Arun- 
del county, Henry C. Fisher and Thomas W. Jones of Caroline, Mar- 
tin J. Perkins and Dr. James L. Bryan of Dorchester: Therefore, 
be it 

**4. Resolved, That we bow in humble submission to the will of 
Him who is the God of the dead as well as of the living; that we 
endeavor to imitate them in their faithful and devoted service to the 
cause of education ; and that we devoutly sympathize with those who 
have been called to mourn this irreparable loss.

Mr. Boblitz moved that the resolutions be read seriatim and voted 
upon. The motion was seconded and carried. The first resolution 
was read and adopted. The second resolution was read and, after 
a short discussion, amended by inserting the words "and others" 
after the name of Dr. Stephens. The third resolution was read and 
adopted. The fourth resolution was adopted by a rising vote, after 
eulogies were pronounced upon the late Dr. James L. Bryan, his 
character and work, by Messrs. John D. Wortbington, W. H. 
Dashiell, and E. D. Murdaugh. 

On motion of Mr. Joy, a committee of three was appointed to nom- 
inate officers for the ensuing two years. The President appointed 
on this committee Messrs. Jov of St. Marv's, Rice of Baltimore 
county, and Dr. Hines of Kent. 

The third subject on the program, "How can Manual Training be 
extended to other schools than the one where the department is 
located?" was taken up. Mr. Willison of Allegany read a paper, 
which he supplemented with extemporaneous remarks, explaining 
the method adopted by Allegany county and answering inquiries 
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relative thereto. Messrs. Worthington, McMaster, Joy, Wright, 
Cool^ and Bounds engaged in the discussion that followed. 

The fourth subject on the program, "Best way to increase the use- 
fulness of the Maryland State Teachers' Association," engaged the 
attention of the meeting. Mr. Bounds proposed, as a means of 
increasing the usefulness of the Association, the changing of the date 
to the winter, and requiring the attendance of all teachers, and the 
meeting place to be Baltimore. Mr. Peterson read a paper, propos- 
ing a scheme for the reorganization of the State Teachers' Associa- 
tion. The subject was discussed by Messrs. Sasscer, Simpson, and 
Willison. Mr. John D. Worthington discussed the subject and 
moved that *^Mr. Joseph Peterson of Chestertown be requested to 
send a copy of his paper on the *Be8t way to increase the usefulness 
of the Maryland State Teachers' Association' to each County Super- 
intendent and to the Superintendents of Baltimore City, they to send 
a copy of the same to each teacher under their supervision." The 
motion was seconded and carried, and Mr. Peterson was so requested. 

Mr. Boblitz moved that the paper read by Mr. Peterson be referred 
to the next meeting of the State Teachers' Association. The motion 
was carried. 

It was moved by Dr. Simpson, and the motion was carried, *'that 
a vote of thanks be extended to Dr. Prettyman, Principal of the 
State Normal School, for his courtesies and the comforts he has so 
kindly provided for this Association ; and that f 5.00 be appropriated 
to the janitor of this building." 

The chairman of the committee on nominations was recognized 
and submitted the following report: For President, Ephraim L. 
Boblitz ; for Ist Vice-President, M. B. Nichols ; for 2nd Vice-President, 
Dr. J. Marshall Price; for Secretary, W. S. Crouse; for Treasurer, 
J. Briscoe Bunting; for Executive Committee, Charles T. Wright, 
Joshua N. Warfield, and Geo. Biddle; for Committee on Resolutions, 
S. R. White, M. R. Stone, and Albert W. Sisk. The report of the 
Committee was adopted, and those named were declared the officers 
of the Association for the ensuing two years. 

An invitation was extended to the members of the Associ.ition to 
inspect the Normal School and also to attend a musical and literary 
entertainment provided by Ihe faculty and students of the school. 
Many availed themselves of the opportunity, both before and after 
adjournment. 

The Association adjourned.

Professor Chaplain enumerated the topics outlined for discussion, 
and in the temporary absence of Dr. M. Bates Stephens, who was 
attending the meeting of the State Board of Education, suggested 
that the Association proceed to consider the second topic, viz : *The 
publication of a Maryland School Journal." 

Mr. W. H. Dashiell presented the subject to the Association and 
considered the time most opportune for the establishment of such a 
journal. 

Mr. F. Eugene Wathen thought the subject should be presented 
to the Association, and with the approval of the members the Mary- 
land School Journal should be published, and should receive the 
support in preference to any other school journal — all things being 
equal; and no teacher should be coerced into subscribing thereto. 
Mr. H. Crawford Bounds desired to learn the need of such a publi- 
cation. Prof. Alex. Chaplain expressed the opinion that the journal 
would be unprofitable unless its merits attracted others beyond the 
confines of the State, while Mr. E. A. Browning advocated its estab- 
lishment as a medium through which various teachers would be per- 
mitted to compare their methods of instruction in different branches 
of educational development. 

Mr. A. S. Cook advanced the idea that the publication of said 
journal should be under the authority of the Association. On 
motion by Mr. Wathen, seconded by Mr. Cook, put by President 
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Chaplain, and carried by the Association, — ^a committee of five, — 
Messrs. Wathen, Bounds, Biddle, Joy, and Phillips, — was appointed 
by the President, for the purpose of investigation, and future recom- 
mendation. The next topic, "Changes in the Annual Report Blank." 
— was introduced by Mr. Gambrill, Assistant State Superintendent, 
who expressed a desire to see the Annual Reports made uniform. 
Messrs. Dashiell, Cook, and Wathen, each, thought much could be 
eliminated, subjects condensed, and the report greatly simplified, — 
whereupon motion seconded, put, and carried. President Chaplain 
appointed a committee of three — Dr. Stephens, W. H. Dashiell, and 
A. S. Cook, to simplify the Annual Report Blank. On motion of Mr. 
A. S. Cook, and seconded by Mr. 0. W. Joy, the Association 
adjourned to meet at 2.30 P. M. 

Afternoon Session. 

Professor Chaplain, President, called the Association to order, 
and thereupon made the announcement that the next subject for 
consideration is : 

"The Subjects for the Institute Manual 1905-6." 

Dr. Stephens suggested, — History, as the school subject, and Mr. 
Dashiell thought it should not be confined to United States History; 
but should include history in general, to admit discussion and devel- 
opment by teachers in the high school grades. 

Mr. W. S. Crouse advocated "Readings," and Prof. Chaplain rec- 
ommended "Spelling," along the line of useful Etymology. Mr. 
Bounds thought the most poorly taught subjects, — "Reading and 
Writing," or, "Physical Culture," should i-eceive some consideration, 
which subjects were heartily supported by Mr. Sasscer. Mr. Biddle, 
realizing the full importance of all school subjects, recognized the 
necessity of giving history, especially, a place in the Manual and so 
strongly urged the adoption of History, as the school subject, that 
on motion — put and carried — it was listed, as the first subject. 

The second subject, by Mr. Wathen, as follows, viz: 

"Pedagogy," — McMurry's Method of the Recitation. 
The third subject. In' Mr. Bounds, as follows, viz : 
"Phvsical Culture." 

Dr. Stephens, in a few well-chosen words, apologized for his 
absence from the morning session, on account of the meeting of the 
State Board of Education. 

No further business, the Association adjourned, sine die,

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SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 



High school work in Marjiand has received considerable attention 
during the past two or three years, and it would appear that the 
next advances are to be made along this line. There has been a grow- 
ing appreciation, not only in Maryland, but all over the country, of 
the importance of the public high school ; and these school are receiv- 
ing better support and accomplishing more important results every 
year. 

The present system of high schools has developed from what were 
known as academies, which oflFered classical courses and were in the 
main college preparatory institutions. Gradually the idea has taken 
firm root that the public high school should prepare for life rather 
than for college, if there must be a difference, and most educators 
are agreed that the two preparations should be identical. I^ss than 
ten per cent, of public high school pupils in the United States are 
preparing for college, and of these only half are preparing for classi- 
cal courses. As a consequence, the curriculum of the public high 
school has been broadened and enriched, both to fit better the condi- 
tions of modern life and to offer preparations for scientific, histori- 
cal, or literary college courses as well as classical. Maryland schools 
have been making progress in this direction, and the more modern 
course of study adopted several years ago by the State Board of Edu- 
cation, is now being successfully conducted in a number of our coun- 
ty high schools. A list of such schools, accredited by the State 
Board, appears in this article, accompanied by some statistics that 
will prove of interest and value. 

Unfortunately, three of our counties — Charles, St. Mary's and 
Calvert — are without a public high school ; and thi'ee — Garrett, How- 
ard and Kent — have high schools which have not yet attained the 
standards demanded by the State Board for recognition as accred- 
ited schools. It would certainly be a matter of congratulation if 
every county in Maryland could have at least one accredited high 
school. The number of secondary students to each thousand inhabi- 
tants in Maryland is 6.85, while the average for the I'nited States 
is 9.72. A number of states have a proportion of ten or more. 

In the report of the State Board of Edu(?ation last year, siiecial 
attention was called to the newly organized Association of High 
School Teachers, and a useful future for it predicted. The organ- 
ization has justified the hopes that were entertained. Several suc- 
cessful meetings have been held, the affairs of the secondary schools 
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discussed, and an eleven year course (for the elementary and high 
school) instead of the ten year now prevailing, recommended. 
At the next meeting, which will probably be held early in E>eceni- 
ber, changes in the curriculum will be recommended to the State 
Board. The following is a report of the work of the Association 
prepared by its secretary, Miss M. M. Robinson, Principal of the Girls* 
High School, Frederick. 

HIGH SCHOOL TEACHERS' ASSOCIATION. 

In the spring of nineteen four our State Superintendent sent a cir- 
cular letter to the principals of the high schools of the State telling 
them he would like them to form a High School Teachers' Asso- 
ciation at the meeting of the State Teachers' Association at Ocean 
City the following July. In this letter he said he would like the high 
school teachers to consider the revision of the curriculum, and he 
appointed Messrs. S. S. Handy, Z. C. Ebaugh and J. H.* K. Houser 
to form and carry out the plans to organize such an Association. 

That this committee did its work well is shown by the fact that, at 
this first meeting on the afternoon of July fourteenth, in spite of the 
heat and the alluring voice of the ocean, about forty persons were 
present. The following officers were elected : Mr. S. S. Handy, Eas- 
ton, president; Mr. J. I. Coulbourn, Snow Hill, vice-president; Miss 
M. M. Robinson, Frederick, secretary and treasurer. In accordance 
with a motion carried at this meeting, the chair appointed Mr. Z. C. 
Ebaugh and ^Ir. J. II. B. Houser to form, with the chair, an execu- 
tive committee, whose duties were to arrange a program and appoint 
the time and place for the next meeting; to formulate the sugges- 
tions received from the Association and present the same to the State 
Board. 

By the efforts of this committee the next meeting held in Haiti* 
more, December first and second, was a great success. By their ar- 
rangement and the co-operation of the State Superintendent and his 
assistant, Mr. J. M. Gambrill, and Mr. Van Sickle, Superintendent 
of City Schools, on Friday, December first, the teachers from the 
various high schools of the State, under competent guidance, visited 
the two High Schools of Baltimore City, the Baltimore City College, 
the Polyterlniic Instil ule and a few grammar schools. In the even- 
ing a reception and banquet was held at Hotel Rennert, with about 
seventy-five [K^rsons in attendance, at which Mr. S. S. Handy was 
toastniaster, and Dr. Remsen, President Soper, of Baltimore City 
College, Su])erintondents Stephens and Van Si<*kle, and others re- 
sponded to toasts. The following morning, Dec(Mnb(»r second, a meet- 
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ing was held at State Normal School, at which Mr. J. I. Coulbourn 
read the report of committee in regard to making the course in the 
public school longer and the consequent changes in the course. While 
the report was as fully discussed as the time would admit, the vote 
upon it was postponed, in order to give further opportunity to think 
about the matter more carefully before making any recommenda- 
tions to the State Board. After listening to some delightful music by 
the Glee Club of State Normal School, under the leadership of Prof. 
Fritz Gaul, and the Instrumental Club of Baltimore City College, 
the Association adjourned about twelve o'clock. The principals of 
the high schools accepted Dr. Goucher's invitation to lunch at one 
o'clock. Altogether the teachers felt that this meeting was quite a 
success, socially and professionally. 

At the next meeting at the Blue Mountain House, July 13th, 1905, 
(which was well attended), after much discussion the report of the 
committee, that an eleven-year course be recommended to the State 
Board, was adopted. The following constitution was also adopted. 

ARTICLE I. 

The name of this organization shall be, Tlie Higli Scliool Teachers' Association 
of Maryland. 

ARTICLE II. 

The purpose is threefold: first, social — that the members may know one 
another better; second, professional — to advance the interests of the teachers 
professionally, and third, educational — that we may promote all the interests of 
a wise and ffcnerous education. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1 . Tlie officers shall be a president, ^ice- president and a secretary and 
treasurer, to be elected every year at the summer meeting; the same to continue 
in office until their successors are duly installed. 

Sec. 2. There shall be an executive committee of five, appointed by the presi- 
dent to serve one year, who shall have entire charge of all arrangements for the 
meetings of the Association. The president shall be ex-officio chairman of this com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section I. All those teaching in high schools of the State, in high schools of 
Baltimore City, in the Normal Schools of the State, in Baltimore City College and 
Polytechnic Institute of Baltimore, shall be eligible for active membership. 

Sec. 2. The State Superintendent of Public Instruction, Assistant State Super- 
intendent, Superintendent of Baltimore City scliools. Superintendents and Assist- 
ant Superintendents of the various counties of the State and such other teachers 
and school officials as shall be elected to membership, shall be honorary members of 
the Association. 

ARTICLE V. 

All active members shall pay a membership fee of twenty-five cents each year. 
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ARTICLE VL 

There shall be two regular meetings eich year, one lield in connection with the 
State Teachers' Association, and the other held during the winter, time and place 
to be termined by the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE VII. 
This Constitution may be amended at any regular meeting of the Association 
by vote of two-thirds of all active members present. 

The president, vice-president and secretary and treasurer were re- 
elected. The chair appointed the Executive Committee as follows: 
Robert H. Wright, John I. Coulbourn, Z. C. Ebaugh, II. R. Wallis and 
W. J. Holloway. 

This Association seems to be in earnest in its endeavor to increase 
the efficiency of the high schools. The meetings have been well at- 
tended, and the discussions have been frank and general, and of so 
practical a character that the recommendations of the Association 
can scarcely fail to be of value.

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MANUAL TRAINING SCHOOLS. 

The character of the work in our Manual and Industrial Training 
Schools has improved within the past year. Credit for this is due 
those who are the instructors in these schools. Through the agency 
of this Association, which held two meetings during the year, there 
has resulted practical uniformity in instruction. The task to en- 
graft this phase of education on the community — and to find its 
proper place in the course of study — has not been an easy one, and 
there must be no undue discouragement if we find that the condi- 
tion of manual training is still somewhat chaotic. It requires time 
for it to find its natural place, but the instructors in these depart- 
ments are doing their full part to facilitate this task. The semi- 
annual meeting is a necessity, and expenses incurred in attending 
such meetings should be provided by the county school officials from 
the Manual Training appropriation. In cases where a county re- 
ceives both the Manual and Industrial training funds, making a total 
of three thousand dollars, it is possible to organize the work in all the 
larger schools. A supervisor may be employed to meet teachers in 
various sections tor the purpose of instruction, schools may be vis- 
ited for the instruction of pupils and, if such a person is an expert in 
primary methods, a large percentage of teachers, especially those 
inexperienced, may be assisted by such a supervisor. With his nu- 
merous duties of County Superintendent, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the School Board, the average county superintendent cannot give 
proper instruction to teachers during his visit, which must neces- 
sarily be short. Then, too, he is not an expert in primary instruc- 
tion in which grades the teachers need most help. With a supervisor 
of Manual Training and primary construction-work, who is also ex- 
perienced in primary education, in a general way, to visit a room and 
work with the teachers, a day or more, if necessary, there would be 
afforded that close supervision which school work now lacks. With 
such an arrangement there will come in school results more than a 
proportionate gain when compared with the additional cost to the 
State in providing it. 

A full report of the meetings of the Manual Training Teachers' 
Association, as prepared by the secretary, is given herewith, as a part 
of this report. One new manual training school, at La Plata, was 
organized during the year. 
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MANUAL TRAINING TEACHERS' ASSOCIATION 

OF MARYLAND.

The various Manual Training teachers of Maryland, realizing the 
advantages of co-operation in their work, met at the State Normal 
School in the spring of 1902, and organized an association to be 
known as the Manual Training Teachers' Association of Maryland. 

Prof. William C. A. Hammel, then the State Inspector of Manual 
Training Schools, being the chief promoter of the Association, was 
elected president. Other oflBcers elected were :

Executive Committee — Chester B. Mattoon, Carroll

Later the following Constitution was adopted : 

PREAjVIBLE. 

We, the Manual Training Teachers of Maryland, knowing the advantages of co- 
operation in any great work, and especially in the work of manual training, which 
is intended and provided for, for the furtherance of educational advantages to the 
pupils in the schools of Maryland, do ordain and establish this Constitution for 

our government. 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. 

This Association shall be called the Manual Training Teachers' Association of 

Maryland. 

ARTICLE II. 

The initiation fee of this Association shall be one dollar. 

ARTICLE III. 

MEMBEBSHIP. 

The Association shall consist of active and honorary members. 
SsonoN 1. Active members shall consist of all teachers of manual training in 
the State of Maryland, but this section shall not affect the present members. 

Sec. 2. Honorary members shall consist of persons interested in manual train- 
ing. 

Sec. 3. Any person receiving a two-thirds vote of all the active members pres- 
ent, by secret ballot, shall be declared elected, either as an active or an honorary 
member. 

Sec. 4. All members may participate in the exercises of the Association, but 
voting and office-holding shall be confined to active members. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section 1. The officers of the Association shall consist of president, vice-presi- 
dent, secretary-treasurer and an executive committee of throe. 
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Sec. 2. The fli*cretary- treasurer sliall he expmpte<l from dups and an aMistuit 
may he eh*cted at anv time. 

ARTICLE V. 

• 

Section 1. Officers Rhall be elected at tlie first regular meeting after the lint of 
January of each year, and no officer shall nerve more than two consecutive 
Sec. 2. Election of officers shall be by secret ballot without any nominati< 
Sec. 3. When a vacancy occurs in any offic<> the Association sliall, as soon as 
possible, elect a person to fill the vacancy. 

ARTICLE VI. 

DUTIES OF GFI-'ICEBS. 

The duties of all officers shall be those usually pertaining to their offices, sad 
the president shall be ex-officio member of all committees. The executive oommit- 
tee shall determine the time and place of meeting provided the Association may 
decme these points if it so desires. 

ARTICLE Ml. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Any part of the Constitution may be amended or repealed at any regular meet- 
ing of the Association by a two-thirds vote of all the members present, provided 
that the proposed change shall have been submitted in writing at least one meet* 

ing previous to such action. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

All parts of parliamentary- law not determined by this Constitution shall bi 

decided bv "Roberts' Rules of Order." 

BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE I. 

QUORUM. 

Seven active members shall constitute n quorum at any regular meeting. 

ARTICLE II. 

MEMBEBSHIP FEE. 

The active members of the Association shall \my a membership fee of one d<d- 
lar per year and an initiation fee. 

One of the important features recorded in the minutes of this meet- 
ing was that it would be to the advantage of the Association to hold 
its fall meetings in Baltimore, at the time of the meeting of the School 
Commissioners and Sui)erinten dents, and that the spring meetings be 
held at the manual training centers of the various counties. 

Since its organization, besides those held in Baltimore, meetings 
have been held at Sparrows l*oint, Denton, Elkton and the Blue 
Mountain House. Among the extracts from the minutes of the vari- 
ous meetings we note the following: 

At Sparrows Point the Association was delightfully entertained 
by Mr. Rufus K. Wood, general manager for the Maryland Steel 
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Company. A special car was provided for the guests, and Mr. Wood 
personally conducted the members through the plant, thoroughly de- 
scribing the manufacture of steel, the preparation of coke, and all 
other interesting features. 

Upon the resignation of Prof. Hammel, who was called to the 
North Carolina Normal and Industrial College, Mr. D. Fred. Sham- 
berger was made president.

In the spring of 1904, the Association was entertained at Denton 
by the Caroline County School Board. Mr. A. G. Towers, of the 
Denton bar, delivered the address of welcome, and characterized 
manual training as a towering landmark in the educational system 
of the State. Mr. Towers' address was responded to by President 
Shamberger, who spoke at length of the object of the Association. 

At this meeting it was decided that a set of resolutions be drawn 
up and forwarded to Professor Hammel for his former services in 
connection with the advancement of the Association.

Prof. M. Bates Stephens, State Superintendent, then delivered an 
address in which he spoke of his duties preventing him from attend- 
ing the last two meetings of the Association, and congratulated Mr. 
Edgar upon his fine manual training exhibit. Mr. Stephens said that 
he recognized the need of a State supervisor of the work, and declared 
his intention of presenting a bill for the same at the next meeting of 
the General Assembly, hoping that the Association would appoint a 
competent person. He further urged that both appropriations be 
drawn, and that the county boards supplement these appropriations, 
in order to thoroughly introduce the work throughout the State, as 
what is left from tlie coloi*ed appropriation can be legitimately de- 
voted to the white schools.

Primary manual training such as paper and cardbosmi work 
should be taught in all primary grades in the county by the various 
teachers, and not merely at the manual training centers, for the same 
reason that other primary work is not usually taught by Iligh SchiH^l 
teachers.

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THE SLOYD SYKTEM OF MANUAL TRAINING. 
T. G. Rydixgsvard, Caroline High School. 

In selecting a subject for my paper, I thought that I would, witi 
your permission, say a few words about sloyd, and especially in what i 
way its methods are different from those of the Russian ajstem of 1 
manual training. ^ 

Although I believe in educational manual training for all agea, I | 
have concentrated my thought chiefly on work for boys and girla in i 
our county high school. j 

The question is often asked, **Why use the word 'sloyd* ?" Would 
not a name more familiar to American ears, such as manual training, 
or carpentry, answer the pur^)ose just as well? It might be replied 
that this system had its origin in Sweden, where it has been prae- 
ticed for over thirty years, and that the word "sloyd" at once suggeata 
its history, and gives credit where credit is due; also, that the fact of 
its being an unusual word attracts attention and stimulated inquirj 
and study. But the main reason for retaining the name sloyd Ilea in 
the fact that the word has no equivalent in the English language. 
The expression manual training is too indefinite, as it may be manual 
only, and given only for industrial purposes, while the term carp&h ; 
try entii'ely fails to explain the full and true purpose of sloyd. The 
w-ord sloyd means manual training for the sake of general develop* 
ment, physical, mental and moral ; and it also means that kind of 
hand work which will best stimulate the right kind of head work, and 
as this word alone sets forth the true ain^ of the system it seema just 
that it be retained. 

The question now is. What are the best methods? Undoubtedly 
that method is best which secuivs the greatest interest of the pupil, 
independently of the teacher, and which provides a progreaaivo 
series of exercises of the greatest educational value, physically and J 
mentally. The methods of the Swedish sloyd system are based upon ] 
the following ideas: J 

1. The exercises should follow in a progressive order, from the 
easy to the difficult, from the simple to the complex, and with audk 
carefully graded demands on the powers of both mind and hand that J 
the development of the two shall be equal. 

2. The exercises should admit of the greatest possible variety. 
They must avoid any tendency either to too great mental tenaiODt. 
confusion or physical strain. There is a danger here not always reo^^ 
ognized, as you all know, for it takes a careful observer and a tmi^ 
teacher to discover that a model may be at the same time too easy for 
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the hand and too difficult for the mind; while the hand may be weu 
trained by a model which gives the mind little or nothing to do. ^ 

3. The exercises should result in the making of a useful article 
from the very outset. That is to say, an article the use of which is 
appreciated by the child. This arouses and sustains the child's in- 
terest in his work, makes him understand the reason for every step, 
for he can see to what each step leads. It makes him careful in his 
work, for he soon learns that poor work will spoil a model which he 
values. The child's self-respect and pride are also aroused ; he is not 
only learning to make, but is actually making. He has joined the 
army of producers, and he has before him actual proofs of his prog- 
ress. If the child is encouraged to make these things for others, it 
helps also to develop unselfishness. Much of the moral value of sloyd 
centers in this "useful" model. 

4. Sloyd seeks also to cultivate the sesthetic sense by combining 
in the models good form and proportion with utility. It has been 
said by one interested in manual training that ^*the pupil must be 
led to see and feel the simple beauty of proportion, of harmony of 
parts, as well as grace of outline." 

5. Everv model should be so constructed that it can be drawn 
by the pupils themselves, not copied or traced. Drawing is an essen- 
tial feature of sloyd as applied here in Denton, and should always 
be preliminary to the making of the model. 

A radical difference between the Russian and the Swedish system 
is that the Russian methods are based upon the idea of teaching the 
use of certain tools by making incomplete articles, or exercises, with 
the belief that out of such teaching will come good educational re- 
sults, even without much attention of the spec^ial needs and capacity 

of the growing child, either by the choice or the secjuence of tools 
or exercises. 

The Swedish system is based upon the Froebelian idea of the har- 
monious development of all the powders of the child, tools and exer- 
cises being chosen with reference to this end, and all merely mechan- 
ical methods being carefully avoided. The teacher of sloyd does not 
say, as did a teacher in a school in Connecticut that I visited a few 
weeks ago, *'Now, I will teach this boy to saw, and he shall continue 
to saw until he can saw well," regardless of monotony or too ]>ro- 
longed use of the same muscles. 

The problem of the teacher is to find the tool, whether knife, or saw, 
or plane, and also the series of exercises best adapted to the present 
need of the average pupil. 

It should be said here that while the methods of sloyd are unlike 
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Aose aiming at immediate technical skill, there is abundant proof 
ftat the result of a thorough sloyd training will be found to include 
all that is gained, even mechanically, by any other method I have seen 
presented. 

The sloyd course now being used in Caroline High School calls for 
the use of forty-four different tools, and seventy-two exercises ap- 
plied in making thirty-five models. Among these exercises are ten 
different joints. 

Finally, the most prominent difference l)etween the systems is the 
insistence of sloyd upon the use of the complete model in plare of the 
prevalent Russian exercise with tools. The reasons for this faith in 
the educational value of the completed, useful model are similar to 
those which have so influenced modeTn pedagogical methods in other 
departments of education that the completed phrase has now driven 
the word spelling out of school, and the writing lesson is no longer 
confined to the copybook. 

Before closing my paper, I wish to call attention to the fact that 
we are not now in all the counties following the schedule of manual 
training as outlined by the State Board of Education, owing to sev- 
eral reasons, but chiefly to the incomplete grading of exercises ; and 
I therefore most earnestly hope that this question will be discussed 
by the Association and a committee appointed to work in conjunc- 
tion with the Manual Training Committee of the State Board of Edu- 
cation so as to bring about a uniform schedule.

An advanced step was taken by the State Board of Education at 
its meeting held on February 22nd, 1905, when a curriculum for the 
State Normal Schools and the Normal Department of Washingtou 
College was adopted. Several months before the meeting alluded to 
the Board appointed Dr. E. B. Prettyman, Dr. James W. Cain, Miss 
Sarah E. Richmond, Prof. Edmund D. Murdaugh to act with State 
Superintendent Stephens in preparing a course of study which could 
be adopted by the Board as a uniform normal school curriculum for- 
Maryland. The Committee met on two or three occasions and thor- 
oughly considered the matter, and submitted a curriculum for th^ 
two years' normal course, which was adopted, with slight alteration 
by the State Board of Education.

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The State school authorities cannot exert their energies in a better 
direction than to make larger provision for the training of teachers. 
In this connection it may not be inappropriate to quote from the in- 
troduction to the Institute Manual recently published : 

"There has come, in recent years, a marked improvement in the 
School situation, generally speaking. School laws are wiser; school 
houses are better planned and more attractive ; school furniture and 
Apparatus are in keeping with the progressive spirit of the times, 
^fld the school curriculum has been made richer and broaded to meet 
the modern demands on the public school. In all these essential ele- 
ments which contribute to make a good school system there has been 
commendable progress, and we find a wonderful contrast between 
b^ old and the new order of things in education. But the most vital 
^i*t: of any educational fabric is the teacher. It matters not how 
^**:f cct the law, how excellent the system, how beautiful and modern 
^^ buildings and furniture, or how comprehensive the course of 
^i<iy, if an incompetent teacher is in charge school-room results will

^^l effectively with the conditions as they now exist. It is needless 
^ ^«y that the latter proposition must be accepted.'- 

^^Tir pi^esent civilization makes many demands on the individual 
^*^ich public school instruction must, in a large measure, enable him 
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to meet. There is no probability that the studies now pursued will 
be diminished in number; the best we can hope for is that less will be 
required of the subject in the matter of material to be presented to 
the pupil. In any event a novice can no longer take charge of the 
requirements of a modern course of study and handle it capably. Un- 
trained teachers have had their day and sensible people are beginning 
to wonder why they ever lent their moral influence to perpetuate such 
a condition of things by not calling a halt. It has dawned upon them 
at last that a knowledge of a subject does not necessarily imply the 
art of presenting it to another. They have also realized that a nor- 
mal school cannot fit young men and women for the work of teach- 
ing by giving merely academic training. No one will attempt to 
undervalue the importance of broad scholai*ship as a fundamental i^ 
teaching, but student-teachers must be required to study those sub- 
jects which are related to and associated with the profession of teacb- 
ing. There must also come the opportunity while in the normal to 
engage in actual teaching under the supervision of a critic teacher- 
We may read all the books published on farming, but when we tak^ 
hold of the plow handles for the first time there will be an embarrass- 
ing scene. Normal school students must engage in teaching, actually 
take hold of the reins and do the driving as it were, under skilful 
guidance before they should be entrusted with the responsibilities 
of their own schools. Evidently one of the chief causes of failure 
which some of our normal graduates have met is due to our failure to 
provide practice teaching in the normal school. This omission has 
been recognized, and plans are on foot to inaugurate practice schools 
in the Maryland State Normal and the Normal Department of Wash- 
ington College, similar to the one provided for State Normal School 
No. 2, at Frostburg. One leading reason for neglecting the profes- 
sional side of the work at the State Normal was because County 
School Boards sent many students whose scholarship was so poor 
that very much work had to be done in the Normal School which 
should have been done in the public school at home. More care 
will be exercised in admitting students, as scholarship, equal to 
completion of the high school curriculum, is now required for 
admission to the normal course. The outlook for a better type of 
normal graduate is most encouraging. 
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NORMAL DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON COLLEGE.

Sib — I have the honor of submitting the following report of the 
Normal Department of Washington College: 

In the class of 1905 there were twenty (20) graduates ; sixteen (16) 
women, four (4) men. These students were graduated under the 
curriculum that has been in effect here for several years, modified, 
as much as circumstances would permit, so as to bring it into con- 
formity with the curriculum adopted by the State Board late in the 
session for the government of all the normal schools of the State. 

The session of 1905-1906 opened September 20th with an enrollment 
of 67 students, viz : 

Seniors 20 

Juniors 28 

Second Academic Class 15 

First Academic Class 4 

Total G7 

The above total attendance shows an increase of 17 over the total 
attendance reported for the session 1904-1905. The boarding accom- 
modation for young women attending the Normal Department has 
proven to be inadequate, and accommodations for several had to be 
found at homes in town. These young women will, so far as practi- 
cable, be subject to the same regulations, and sii])ervision as those 
lodging in Normal Hall. 

The curriculum adopted by the State Board is now being carried 
out at this institution, with the exception of the requirement for 
practice teaching. As you are aware there is no training school in con- 
nection with the college, nor is it practicable to make any arrange- 
ment with the local school authorities whereby students may get the 
practice prescribed in the curriculum. Some practice can be had in 
our own classes, and as much of this work will be required of the 
present Senior Class as will be consistent with the proper conduct 
of the classes. I trust that the committee appointed to consider the 
question of a training school for the Normal Department of this 
college and for the Baltimore Normal School will be able to report 
to the State Board a plan whereby both these institutions will have 
a suitable training school in operation before the opening of the 
next session. 

We are still handicapped for want of a suitable room for manual 
training. This need has been provided for in the new administra- 
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tion building, which will be started in the near future. Until t 
better equipped room is ready for use, the best instruction possil 
with the present facilities will be given in this branch. 

In all other respects the curriculum as prescribed by the Stf 
Board will be carried out fully and efficiently. The present Facul 
is thoroughly qualified for the preparation of students for the wo 
of teaching. Some changes have been made since the last repo 
which it is believed will strengthen the teaching force. Dr. Robe 
H. Gault has been appointed Professor of Pedagogy to succeed Pr 
Robert Clark ; Prof, (ieorge W. Hau has been appointed in the I 
partment of Modern Tjanguages, and Miss 8. Jennie Townsend in t 
Department of Music, Drawing and Physical Culture. All the 
instructors ai*e teachers of sound scholarship and experience, ai 
have fitted themselves specially for normal school work. There a 
eight (8) professors and three (3) other instructors engaged in t 
work of the Normal Department.

In the . foregoing program of studies the figui-es indicate the 
lumber of periods per week, of 40 minutes each. 

The following scholarships are provided by law: 

The School Commissioners of each county are empowered to send 
me student to the Normal Department for every three representar 
ives to which the county is entitled in the State Legislature. These 
scholarships entitle the holders to free tuition and free textbooks. 

The School Commissioners of each county on the Western Shore are 
empowered to send one male student to thfe Collegiate Department. 
These scholarships entitle the holders to free tuition and free text- 
)ooks. 

The Orphans' Court of each county on the Eastern Shore- is en- 
itled to send two male students to the Collegiate Department. These 
scholarships entitle the holders to free tuition, board and textbooks. 

There are in all sixty-four (64) scholarships regularly provided for 
}y law, and these are all filled for this session, with the exception of 
wo counties, whose representatives will probably be appointed later 
n the session. There are, however, several students holding w^hole or 
)artial scholarships in excess of the above number. Some have ob- 
ained them by application to the State Board, and others have been 
ippointed by the Visitors and Governors. It will continue to be the 
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policy of the college to afford to every deserving stuaent the fullest 
opportunity to avail himself of its advantages, so far as this may be 
done without detriment to those legitimately entitled to attend. 

The present needs of the college have already been referred to, the 
most pressing being a training school for the Normal Department. 
In conclusion I have to report that the institution appears to me 
to be in a state of prosperity and eflSciency. The attendance shows 
a steady increase from year to year, and the entrance examinations 
at the opening of the present session showed a higher degree of 
attainment than ever before. I beg to assure you that it is the en- 
deavor and purpose of every one connected with the institution to 
maintain it in a high state of usefulness for the benefit of the people 
of this State.

MARYLAND STATE NORMAL OF FROSTBURG. 

Report of the Principal. 

SEAT op the school. 

The school is situated at Frostburg, Allegany county, on the C. & 
P. Railway, eleven miles from Cumberland, on the B. & O., in a region 
unsurpassed for beauty and healthfulness. The building, of brick 
and stone, is well ventilated and admirably lighted. 

ADMISSION. 

To begin the work of the Normal School, applicants should present 
certificates of appointment from the School Boards of the counties 
or give satisfactory evidence (through entrance examination, re- 
ports from schools of recognized standing, or otherwise) of due pro- 
ficiencv in the Common School branches. 

TUITION, BOARD^ SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Tuition is free to those taking the Professional Course; from 
others, a fee of twenty-five dollars (|25.00) a year, payable in ad- 
vance^ will be required. The State Board of Education has made 
provision for awarding scholarships to students from each county 
in the State, and to Baltimore city. Books will be furnished free to 
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such Students/" Board may be obtained near the school at about four 
dollars a week. Letters to the principal on these subjects will re- 
ceive prompt attention. 

LITERARY SOCIBTIES. 

Two societies, the Stephens and the Chaplain, were organized early 
in the first term of the first year, and have held regular meetings 
each Friday. Much interest has been shown in this work by the 
students. 

TERMS AND VACATIONS. 

The school year is divided into five terms; known, respectively, as 
First, Second, Third, Fourth and Summer Term. Reference to the 
Course of Study will show the disposition of subjects by terms. 
Proper vacations are granted at Thanksgiving, Christmas and Easter. 
Washington Day, Arbor Day and Maryland Day are observed with 
appropriate exercises. 

FUNCTION OF THE SCHOOL. 

The special function of the school is, to equip and to train teachers; 
and the Course of Study is so planned that it affords ample oi)por- 
tunity to those who desire a broad and liberal education. To fulfil 
its purpose, the school must keep 'abreast of educational thought. 
There must be constant growth in scholarship, power, culture and 
influence — such as will develop men and women trained to teach. Its 
academic work must be strong; the professional training, of the high- 
est order. 

THE MODEL SCHOOL. 

This department is in charge of scholarly and experienced teach- 
ers. Work begins with the primary grades, and every opportunity 
is afforded for observation and practice under criticism. Primary 
Manual Training, in correlation with other work, is an integral 
factor. 

There are now six grades in this department, numbering about 
one hundred and sixtv children. Students of the senior vear are re- 
quired to teach at least one hour a day in one of the rooms. Such 
teaching must be preceded by the careful formulation of lesson-plans 
presented to the director for criticism. Other student-teachers are 
present. These are required to take full notes, which are subse- 
quently discussed at conferences with the principal. 

The effect of such work is that, upon graduation, every senior has 
gained a year's experience under careful direction and guidance. 
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The principal of the school is himself director of this department, 
l)ecause he looks upon its workings as the fundamental principle to 
be wisely developed and inculcated. 

Every department of the school must be brought into touch wifli 
the model school, that the aim of instruction may be attained throng 
practical application of pedagogical theory and philosophy. To 
this end the teachers of the Normal meet the principal every Mon- 
day afternoon for the discussion of school problems and professional 
topics.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. An appropriation for a students' boarding house. 

Parents at a distance are loath to send their children from home un- 
less they can feel assured for them of proper protection, guardianship 
and care. It is within the personal knowledge of the principal that 
many would-be students have declined to attend the Normal because 
of the fact that they must board in private families. With a stu- 
dents' hall, under the care of the Faculty, the attenJ^tace could be 
largely increased. 

2. The employment of a thoroughly competent critic teacher as 
assistant to the principal in his supervision and direction of the 
Model School. His duties are so numerous, and work so varied, 
that he is unable to give his attention to this important branch. It 
is not enough to have good grade teachers. There should be some- 
one with time enough to hold frequent conferences with grade teach- 
ers and student teachers, to plan the courses, supervise the exami- 
nation and advise when necessary. The principal simply has not 
hours enough in any one day to do oflSce work, teach in the Normal 
Department, plan work for grade teacherjs, and hold conferences with 
students. 

The assistant director for the Model School is a necessity if the 
work is to go on properly.

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ANNIVERSARIES IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 



The desirability of observing by appropriate exercises important 
anniversaries in the schools is generally conceded. They not only cre- 
ate an interest in historv, literature and science, but call attention 
to various matters of present public concern. In the Maryland Pub- 
lic Schools several such anniversaries were observed last vear with 
exceptional success. 

Hitherto, Washington's Birthday has been a school holiday seldom 
observed except by closing the schools. This meant a breaking into 
the work of the week, a certain amount of demoralization, and little 
or no attention to the real significance of the day. But the revised 
school law (1904) left the schools open on this day as usual, but pro- 
vided that a part of the day should be devoted to exercises ^'bearing 
on the life and services of the ^Father of His Country.' " A pamphlet 
was issued by the State Superintendent covering Washington's Birth- 
day, Maryland Day and Arbor and Bird Day. For Washington's 
Birthday the following progi*am was suggested :

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF THE MARYLAND STATE TEACHERS" 

ASSOCIATION. 

Adopted July 5, 1900. 
ARTICLE I. 

NAME. 

This organization shall hereafter be designated and known as the Maryland State 
Teachers' Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. All persons in any way connected with the work of public Behool 
education in this State are eligible to active membership herein. Any such person 
may become an active member of this Association by paying the annual dues of 
fifty cents, and signifying assent to this Constitution: and may continue his mem- 
bership from year to year by the payment of the annual dues aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. All friends of education in this State, upon payment of the annual dues, 
may become associate members, with all privileges of the Association, except thf 
right of voting. 
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Sec. 3. Other distinguished educators, and friends of education, on being pro- 
posed by the Executive Committee, may be elected honorary members of this 
Association. 

ARTICLE III. 

OFFICEBS. 

Section 1. The officers of this Associntion shall be a President, two Vice-Pres- 
idents, a Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer and an 
Executive Committee, consisting of five members and the President and Treasurer 
as ex-officio members, all of whom shall hold their respective offices until their suc- 
cessors are elected. 

Sec. 2. The officers of this Association shall perform such duties as generally 
pertain to their respective offices. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer shall receive all funds belonging to the Association, and 
pay all orders signed by the Chairman of the Executive Committee, it being the 
intent hereof that all such orders for the payment of bills shall be approved and 
.signed by the Chairman of the Executive Committee during whose incumbency 
such expense was incurred. 

The Treasurer shall present a wnritten report of the finances at each annual meet- 
ing: he shall have on hand at said meeting, his books, vouchers and other docu- 
ments; and immediately upon the expiration of his term of office, he shall turn over 
to his successor all funds, books, vouchers, and other documents belonging to the 
Association. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Committee shall have power to fill all vacancies in its own 
body; shall have in charge the general interests of the Association; shall make all 
necessary arrangements for its meeting-;!, and shall carry into effect all orders 
and resolutions of the Association not otherwise provided for. 

In making up the program for the regular annual meetings of the Association, 
provision shall be made for the presentation and discussion of the reports of the 
standing committees (and special committees) hereinafter provided for. The 
Executive Committee may call for a report from any of the said committees, to be 
presented at the regular annual meeting, by notifying the chairman of such com- 
mittee at least two months before the time of said meeting. 

It shall make an annual report to the Association. 

ARTICLE IV. 

STANDING AND SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 

Section 1. For the purpose of bringing before this Association for its consid- 
eration and discussion, and, through its instrumentality, of presenting to the 
teachers of this State mature and well- digested tliought concerning the different 
branches, conditions and departments of modem education, and to encourage and 
promote investigation and study therein, which alone can elevate and entitle 
teaching to the rank of a profession, the President shall appoint the following 
standing committees, and designate the chairman of each : 

1. School Legislation, Administration and Supervision. 

2. Elementary and Secondary Schools. 

3. English. 

4. Ge^^aphy and History. 

5. Mathematics. 

6. Natural Science. 

7. Aesthetics. 

8. Physical Training. 
0. Manual Training. 

10. Kindergarten. 

11. Modern Languages. 

'The President shall assign such number of members to these several committees 
as he may deem requisite, unless otherwise directed by the Association, except 
that no standing committee shall have less than tliree members. 

The President may appoint additional members to any committee provided for 
by this Article at any time, upon the request of the chairman of said committee.

Seo. 2. Upon the >^Titten request of five or more members of the Association, 
that a special committee be appointed to take into consideration some particular 
educational subject, or upon order of the Association to that intent, the President 
shall appoint suck special committee. 

Sec. 3. All committees provided for by this Article shall have power to fill 
vacancies. 

Sec. 4. Each committee shall at each session arrange for the consideration of 
such matters pertaining to it, by division into sub-committees, or in such other 
manner as the committee may determine. 

Each committee shall give special consideration to its allotted subject; shall 
endeavor to collect and collate trustworthy information and statistics ; shall seek 
to determine and present essentials and non-essentials; all as pertaining to its 
particular subject. 

Each committee shall present at the annual meeting a written report either pre- 
liminary or complete, and in suitable form for filing, binding or publication. 

ARTICLE V. 

MEETINGS. 

The Association shall hold annual meetings at such time and place as may be 
determined by the Executive Committee, or by vote of the Association, and other 
meetings at the call of a majority of the officers of the Association. 

ARTICLE VI. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Section 1. The officers of the Association shall be elected at the last day's ses- 
sion of the annual meeting in the following manner: 

Tlie President shall appoint two tellers to collect and count the ballots. Nom- 
inations may be made, and the vote shall then be taken. The person receiving the 
majority of the votes cast shall be declared elected. The Association may, however, 
by a viva voce vote, record its ballot for any candidate. 

Sec. 2. The President and the Chairman of the Executive Committee shall each 
be chosen alternately from the teachers, and from the examiners and superin- 
tendents and commissioners. 

Sec. 3. All officers elected, as above provided, shall enter upon the duties of 
their respective positions immediately upon the close of the annual meeting at 
which they were elected. 

ARTICLE VII. 

BY-LAWS. 

By-laws not inconsistent with this Constitution may be adopted by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present at the annual meeting, and any by-law may be 
suspended by a two-thirds vote of the members present. 

ARTICLE VIIT.

Til is Constitution may be altered or amended with the consent of two-thirds of 
the members present at tlie annual meeting; but not without a formal notice of the 
proposed amendment presented in writing at least one day previous to action 
thereon.

The annual dues of this Association shall be fifty cents. 

ARTICLE II. 

^ COMMITTEES. 

At the morning session of the second day of each annual session the President 
shall appoint the several standing committees provided for in Article 4 of the 
Constitution, a committee to enroll the names and record the addresses of all the 
members present and furnish the recording secretary a copy to be inserted upon 
the minutes, an auditing committee of three, a committee of five on resolutions, and, 
if occasion arises,. a committee of three on publication, all of which committees 
shall perform the duties usually pertaining thereto. 

ARTICLE III. 

HOURS OF MEETING. 

The hours of meeting shall be arranged by the Executive Committee.

When the business of an annual meeting shall have been completed, the President 
shall introduce the President-elect to the Association, and he shall declare the 
meeting adjourned sine die. 
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COUNTY TEACHERS' INSTITUTES. 



I'rovision for holding, annually, a teachers' institute of five day* '^^^ 
in each county of the State, was made in the school law passed bjK^^J 
the General Assembly in the year 1872. Although the law was man- mt*^- 
datory, many counties failed to live up to its requirements until 1898^^38, 
when the office of State Institute Conductor was created. So facm: mt 
as the information can be gathered, Harford county stood out alon 
in holding its institute from year to year, and this fact evidently con- 
tributed to the rapid advancement of Public School work in Har--r«:r- 
ford. In other counties the institute was an occasional affair, an«^^ <1 
there was a general feeling among County Superintendents (ther-M" -^n 
Htyled County School Examiners) that the custom of not holdin^L^, JfJ 
the institute was a justifiable excuse for ignoring what was upon ihe^ ^<* 
statute books relating thereto. Another reason which operatecL::^^ 
against the keeping of this law was the attitude of the public ir:Mr n 
looking upon these gatherings as teachers' "frolics." The purposes^ -*^-^s 
of this adjunct to our school system were not understood, and count.'^^^ '}' 
school officials were slow to antagonize what they regarded as publi<^ S^* 
sentiment. In those days an erroneous idea prevailed that to know i ^ <* 
thing carried with it the ability and skill to teach it; scholarship, a» -^^ 
evinced by the annual teachers' examinations, was almost the sole tesr ^^t 
of qualification for teaching, and the class of the certificate was de^f^^^' 
termined by the average iK*r centum made in the branches given irr^ ^ 
the examination. There has been an awakening of public opinion"^' •" 
touching this matter. Patrons, themselves, began to realize thar -^^ 
teaching was based upon other fundamental requirements than meni^ '*^^' 
knowledge of the subject, and are now demanding that those who ar^^'*^^ 
to beconi(» the architects of their children's minds must have special ^^ 
training for tlu* delicate duties which are entrusted to them. In the=^ ^^* 
abscMice of a law which re<iuires every teacher to hold a Normal 
School diploma, the need became apparent that there should 
some arrangement by which teachers, and especially those who w 
untrained, should, for one week, rereive instruction in the methods^* ^ 
involved in the branches taught in our Public Schools. It was not:^ ^^ 
surprising that the representatives of the people in the General ^ -^ 
Assembly, of 1898, took steps toward making the law bearing on in—- ^' 
stitutes ellVctive. An institute conductor. Dr. S. E. Forman. was ap- 
pointed by the State Board of Education in May, 1808, and he at 
once began the organization of the work which resulted in the hold- 
ing of an institute in each county the following school year. There 
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bas been no break in tbis work since tbeu, and it must be admitted 
that this factor has contributed its full share toward arousing new 
interest in all lines of school work, and it has been most helpful in 
raising the standard of school instruction to a higher plane of 
?flSciency. Opposition has faded away, and now both patron and 
reacher look upon institute work as the most important one of the 
ichool year. There is a consensus of opinion that teachers must 
:onie together for at least one week, exchange views, compare 
lotes, and discuss those problems which are associated with their 
i^'ork before they formulate their plans for the coming year. It is 
lec'essary, too, that they receive instruction along the professional 
ude of their work from educators whose opportunities have been 
greater than theirs. The institute program seeks to regard these 
needs, and is so arranged as to divide the time of its sessions between 
those who are called instructors and the teachers. For reasons 
vvhich are too plain to require argument, the teachers should prepare 
for the institute, and to direct that preparation along definite lines, 
the State Superintendent issues annually, in the month of May, a man- 
ual which contains an outline of these subjects which shall be empha- 
sized in each institute. Teachers are furnished these manuals be- 
fore the school year ends that they may have the whole of vacation to 
consider the required subjects for definite work. It may be of in- 
terest to add that the subjects included in the manual each year 
are: (1) Pedagogy (based on the textbook of the major course of 
the State Reading Circle) ; (2) a leading subject of the school curric- 
ulum, and (3) a general exercise where no text is required to be 
placed in the hands of the pupil. The plan has worked well in a 
majority of the counties, and there are good reasons for believing 
that every year brings better results to the teachers. 

It is now a question whether the county institute, lasting one week, 
gives as much time and opportunity for receiving instruction and 
stimulating enthusiasm as are needed by the teachers. There is an 
unmistakable drift of sentiment among school officials and teachers 
in favor of the summer school, where the purposes of the county in- 
stitute may be realized more abundantly. This sentiment is ex- 
pressed by the increasing number of Maryland teachers who attend 
summer schools held in other States. Maryland is fast taking the 
lead in the number of teachers who attend some of these schools, 
notably Columbia University. Two years ago Talbot and Worcester 
counties extended the time of their institutes to two weeks. Last 
summer the County Superintendents of Somerset, Wicomico and 
Worcester counties joined in holding a Tri-County Institute of txco 
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weeks at Ocean City. All who attended this institute were imprei 
with the idea that by combining the amounts usually spent by t 
counties for their institutes they could, with the aggregate sum, 
vide much better instruction and afford their teachers better ii 
tute facilities than they had ever before enjoyed. No one doul 
that the character of the program would excel any of former yc 
because the number of instructors had been increased two or t 
times over. The only apprehension felt was that there might a: 
with the teachers, some opposition because they were actually gi 
over two weeks' salary to defray expenses in attending the instil 
which lasted two weeks, and the place of meeting farther away 1 
the county seat of their home county. Strange to say this compl 
was not made, and there seemed to be universal approval of 
new plan. Now the question naturally arises, "Is it practicabl 
hold a State Summer School or Schools, to last two or more wc 
which shall take the place of the County Institute of one we< 
This question must be considered and acted upon at an early day, 
for this reason all interested parties are requested to give to 
the same careful consideration they have in the past given to o 
questions which affected the welfare of public education.

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COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 



^mong a free people the government can be no better than the 
ci-trdzenship, for it is the citizens who govern. This very obvious fact 
h^m-« long been recognized as the justification for the American Public 
S<!rliooI system. The State must protect itself by safeguarding the 
qvi ulity of its citizenship. 

In most American States this idea has been carried still further. 

1 1: has been held that the aims of free public education could not be 

completely realized if some parents and guardians are to be per- 

n:iitted, through ignorance, indifference, or cupidity, to deny to many 

cbildren the advantages of this education — often the very children 

^^lio most need them. As a result "Compulsory Education'' laws 

^'^re passed to prevent any child from being deprived of the advan- 

ta.ge8 of an education, and to save the State from the results of an 

element of ignorant citizenship. These laws have raised a host of 

praictical difficulties, and in some cases have met with most serious 

opposition. Indeed, opposition of importance is usually due to grave 

defects in the law, not in its principle. 

The Maryland State Board of Education has passed a resolution 

favoring the adoption of a Compulsory Education law in this State, 

^'Jd a law drawn by the State Superintendent for this purpose has 

^^eu niade public by the Board. It is quite erroneous to regard this 

*® a new idea on the part of our Board. Thirty-two American States, 

two territories and the District of Columbia have now passed such 

^^Ws; North Carolina has a law applying to four counties and a city, 

*^<i Maryland, herself, has a law applying to Baltimore city and 

^*^egany county. The idea is very old; it was applied in New Eng- 

^^d about two hundred and fifty years ago, and, indeed, was adopted 

^^iong the ancient Greeks and Hebrews. However, its specific appli- 

^^lons of the present are an outgrowth of modern American ideas. 

A new law should, of course, be drawn in the light of the experi- 

^^oe of other States. Some States, having compulsory laws on the 

^^^tute books, do not enforce them, or enforce them inefficiently. If 

V^^blic sentiment is opposed to such regulation it is certain to be 

^^effective. But this opposition nearly always springs from defects 

^^ the laws, a few of which it is worth while to mention. The most 
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important defect is probably a failure to provide properly for atteni 
ance at private institutions. To demand that all children attend tin 
Public Schools is aB foolish as it is unnecessary. It at once raises thi 
cry of interferenc*e with freedom of religious teaching and othei 
troublesome questions, and can be effective in very few communi 
ties indeed. It has also been found to be a serious mistake to provide 
for meddling or offensive interference in the affairs of purely private 
institutions by Public School officials. The law must also remembei 
to provide exemption or special schools for the weak-minded, cri] 
pies, the blind, deaf, or other defective classes. Proper and wis 
provision must be made for dealing with truants, for trouble wil 
certainly follow from treating the truant as a criminal. There ai 
also a few cases of persons living in such abject poverty as to b^ 
unable to clothe their childi^en respectably. Again, in sparsely 
settled communities, it may happen that the nearest school is so fa ^ 
distant as to make it impossible for children to be sent in sever- ^^ 
weather. All these questions should be carefully considered in sn 
vance, and the law so framed as to provide wisely and justly for all 
Another matter of much inportance is the penalties prescribed fo -^i" 
violations of the law. While there must be severe penalties for wiK^ ^' 
ful and persistent law-breaking, yet the penalty for first offense -^^^ 
should be a light fine, because this is not only easier to enforce, but i -^* 
is much more likely to be enforced. The sympathy of the general pufc^^ 
lie must be secui'ed, and the law must be efficiently enforced, or th» -•^ 
whole plan is worse than useless. 

It is the idea of Compulsory Education to reduce or eradicate th^ -*^ 
very ignorant element of the population, and to improve as far at -•^ 
possible the general intelligence. The test of all such laws is, o' -^^^ 
course, i-esults. It is, therefore, highly interesting and instructive t^ ^® 
examine the comparative conditions of the States having and thos^-^^ 
not having such laws. Statistics cannot be regarded as absolutely. *5 
indicative of educational i*esults, of course, but they are certainly sa| 
gestive, find a general tendency in one direction cannot fail to 
most impressive. 

Taking a group of Western States, in every one of which there 
Compulsory Education laws, we find the percentage of illiteracy or 
native whites running as follows: Washington, .5; Oregon, 1.1; Cal--^

HAFT OF A COMPULSORY EDUCATION BILL APPROVED 
BY THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The full text of the proposed law is as follows : 

COMPULSORY EDUCATION LAW. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, That every parent, guardian or other 
l^erson in the counties of the State of Maryland having control or 
Charge of a child or children between the ages of 8 and 12 years, in- 
clusive, shall be required to send such child or children to a public, 
private, denominational or parochial school, taught by a competent 
instructor, in which school the common school branches, as con- 
tained in the primary grades of the course of study adopted for the 
l?ublic Schools of the State, shall be taught, for a period of at least 
tiinety school days in each school year, unless such child or children 
^hall be excused from such attendance by the Board of County School 
CJommissioners upon presentation to said Board of County School 
C^ommissioners by the Board of District Trustees of the School Dis- 
trrict in which the parent, guardian or other person resides of satis- 
factory evidence, showing either that the bodily or mental condition 
of such child does not permit of its attendance at school, or that the 
c:hild is being instructed at home by a person qualified, in the judg- 
Ynent of the County Superintendent of Public Education. In case 
Xhe County Superintendent refuses to excuse such a child from 
sittendance at school an appeal may be taken from such decision to 

the Board of County School Commissioners, provided said appeal 

shall be taken within 10 davs after such refusal. 

WHEN NOT ENFORCED. 

Provided, 'that in case there be no public or private school within 
two miles by the nearest traveled route to such person within the

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School District, he or she shall not be liable to the provisions of thi 
act. 

LIST OF PUPILS TO BE REPORTED. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the principal teachers of alH ^ 
schools, public, private, denominational and parochial, to report

PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION. 

Sec. 3. For every neglected duty imposed by the first and secon£3^ ^ 
sections of this act, the principal or teacher, or person in parental -^^j 
relation offending shall, upon conviction thereof before a justice o^' ^^^ 
the peace, be fined a sum not exceeding f2.00 upon first convictior^^*^ ^ 
and a sum not exceeding ?5 for each subsequent conviction; and in^"^^ ^ 
default of payment of such fine the defendant may be committed lo^==^ ^ 
the county jail for a y)eriod not exceeding three days for first oflPense*^^*^ 
and for a period not exceeding six days for each subsequent convic — "^^ 
tion; provided, upon conviction, the defendant or defendants may 
appeal to the Circuit Court of the county. Provided, however, that 
before such penalty shall be incurred the parent, guardian or other 
person liable therefor shall be notified in writing by the County 
Superintendent of Public Education, or by the Truant Officer, if there 
be one, of such liability, and shall have opportunity, by compliance 
with the requirements of this act, within three days then and there- 
after to avoid the imposition of such y)enalty. But after such notice 
has been served, if the same child is absent from school three days, ^^ 
or their equivalent in time, during the remaining period of compul* ^ 
sory attendance without an excuse as hereinbefore provided in this ^^ 
act, the parent, guardian or other person in parental relation shall ^ 
be liable to prosecution under this act without further notice. The ^ 
fines provided for by this act shall, when collected, be paid over by 
the officers collecting same to the Treasurer of the Board of County 
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School Commissioners of said county, and the same to be placed to 
the credit of the General School Fund, and to be applied for the 
ordinary school expenses of said county. 

TEUANT OFFICERS. 

Sec. 4. To aid in the enforcement of this act the Board of 
County School Commissioners shall, in cities containing more than 
10,000 inhabitants, and may in all election districts of the several 
bounties, employ one or more persons, to be known as Truant OflScers, 
'Who shall, in addition to the duties provided elsewhere in this act, 
liave full police power, the authority to serve warrants and to enter 
factories, workshops, stores and 'other places where children may 
fce employed, and do whatever may be necessary in the way of investi- 
gation or otherwise to enforce this act. When a Truant Officer arrests 
or apprehends any truant or other person, as herein set forth, he shall 
liave power at once to place him or her in the Public School in which 
lie or she is or should be enrolled, or at the expense of the parent, 
guardian or person in parental relation in such private school as pro- 
vided by Section 1 of this act as the parent, guardian or person in 
pai'ental relation may select. And in case the parent, guardian or 
person in parental relation shall refuse or neglect immediately to 
select such a school, then the County Superintendent of Public Edu- 
cation shall have full power to designate the school in which the child 
or children shall be placed. The person appointed by the Board of 
County School Commissioners as Truant Officer shall be entitled to 
such compensation as said Board of County School Commissioners 
may determine, provided it does not exceed f2.00 for each day in 
actual service, which shall be paid by the Board of County School 
Commissioners from fund of said Board. 

TRUANT SCHOOLS. 

Sec. 5. The Board of County School Commissioners may estab- 
lish one or more special schools for children who are habitual truants, 
or who are insubordinate or disorderly during their attendance upon 
their instructions in the Public Schools, and may provide for the 
proper care, maintenance and instruction of such children in such 
schools for such period of time as the Board may prescribe. But 
l)efore the pupil shall be placed in such special school the parent, 
guardian or person in parental relation shall have opportunity to be 
heard. All truancy. and incorrigibility shall be deemed disorderly 
conduct; and in case no special school as herein prescribed, has been 
established, the County Superintendent of Public Education, or the 
Truant Officer, if there be any, shall proceed against such truant or 
incorrigible pupil as a disorderly person before a justice of the peace, 
and upon conviction the pupil may be sentenced to any special or re- 
formatory school supported wholly or in part by the State, or at the 
option of the Board of County School Commissioners be committed 
to the care of a society, duly incorporated, having for one of its ob- 
jects the protection of children from cruelty or the placing of children 
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not otherwise provided for in families; and in rase of a coramitnm^^s^nt 
of a cliild or eliiidren to the care of such society the County C<:> »i- 
missioners shall provide for the expense by making a special Ic^ ^y 
for this purpose upon recommendation of the Board of County Sclm<:::^ol 
Commissioners. 

MAY WITHHOLD APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 6. The Comptroller of the Treasury shall, upon recommetm c Na- 
tion of tlie State Board of Education, withhold one-fourth of t 1^ 
State school appropriation from any Board of County School Co "■"■ 
sioners that wilfully refuses or neglects to enforce the provisions <>f 
this act in a manner satisfactory to the aforesaid State Board o^ 
Education. 

Sec. 7. The provisions of Chapter 269, of the Acts of the CJc^ ^' 
eral Assembly of 1902, in so far as they relate to Allegany county s» ^ 
hereby repealed.

TALBOT COUNTY, 1904-1905. 
SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

^hen I took charge of the Public Schools in 1868, there were only 

good school-houses in this county. The other houses were con- 

"tir^cted, mean and shabby, poorly lighted and insufficiently heated. 

Hi^odern desks were conspicuous by their absence, and there were no 

a.t:t:empts at apparatus or appliances of any kind for teaching. This 

^wras due entirely to the District System. Now everything is changed. 

Oup houses are attractive with pretty surroundings, with appliances 

a.iid apparatus for making teaching pleasant and effective. Nothing 

is now thought too good for the children. 

TEACHERS. 

There were only a very few women employed as teachers. The 
<^orp8 was young men about to enter the professions ; and when we 
determined to employ women teachers, it was found necessary to 
^^ivertise for them in the newspapers of Virginia. Now our teachers 
^re graduates from our four High Schools, who have developed the 
necessary gifts and graces and the necessary executive ability for 
tteir high position. Executive ability is indispensable to good disci- 
pline. Where this is wanting, nothing can compensate for the de- 
ficiency. Pestalozzi, it is true, lacked it and was a great man still. 
^^t his want of power in this respect made him a failure as a practi- 
^^ teacher and organizer. If his executive ability had been commen- 
8Urate with the greatness of his heart, he might have avoided many of 
^*^e sorrows of his life, and turned his numerous failures into sue- 
^sses. Colonel Parker has defined executive ability as the power to 
^^^ things done. The management of a great commercial establish- 
^^lit like Wanamaker's requires executive ability of a high order. 
^ ^tiamaker takes a man who has failed in business and uses him to 
^^U a department successfully. He, himself, cannot possibly know 

*^ the details of his great establishments, but he manages to get 

. ^gs done. Each department is ready with appropriate goods in 
y^^e for the seasons as they come around, each is run at a profit, and 

* provided with clerks who know their business and are polite to 
^^stomers. The proprietor does not directly look after any of these 

^^tails, probably, and yet it is through him that everything is done; 

^^ is the life, the organic spirit, of 'the whole concern, and when he 
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dies his business will doubtless die with him, as A. T. Stewart's dL 
when he died. 

The teacher needs executive ability. She also must get thinj 
done. And in this respect teachers differ in glory as one star diffei 
eth from another. Some always have things done at the require 
time. A definite portion of the grade work in each subject is coi 
pleted. Every subject is reviewed constantly, so that at any momen — 
the class can give you an intelligent and comprehensive retrospect 
all that has been studied. It is a common mistake with inexperiencei 
teachers to suppose that when a thing is once understood by a clas — 
no further effort is required on the part of the teacher in that dire(^^ 
tion. On the contrary, mere instruction, the bare statement of a fact::^ 
or explanation of a rule or principle, is but a small part of teaching^S 
No teacher can hope to succeed who does not make systematic pro-^ 
vision for drill, constant and thorough, in all things she teaches. Aw^ 
least once a month all the ground which has been covered should b^^ 
gone over again. The monthly review should include not merely th^^ 
month's work, but all the previous work of the grade. In a very*^ 
intimate way, this review and drill work is related to the disciplined 
of the school. You never find mental alertness in pupils when the^ 
discipline is poor; nor do you find thoroughness of review in a dis-^- 
orderly class. 

Hardly too much stress can be laid upon these drills and reviews. 
They are the discipline of instruction. When I go into a room and 
ask a class what they have read, a majority of the pupils should be 
able to give me not only the titles of the pieces, but the substance of 
each lesson. And then, when I turn to one of the lessons that have 
been studied and call upon a pupil to read, he should be able to do 
so intelligently and without many hesitations and mispronuncia- 
tions. A teacher who so drills her pupils need not be afraid of a visit 
from the Superintendent. There comes to us much complaint about 
pupils being unprepared for their grades. This is almost wholly due 
to the neglect of reviews and drills. All teachers go over the grade 
work in a way, but unless the drills are kept up, the instruction fades 
away in a night. 

A very safe index of the discipline of the school is a group of facts 
which constitute what may be called the class tone." This is revealed 
by the sentiments, manners, morals and personal appearances of 
the pupils. One becomes conscious of the tone of a school by the 
voices in which the pupils speak, the expression of their counte- 
nances, and the kind of language they use. Loyalty to the school. 
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tbe teacher, and so forth, is evidence of a high tone. Cleanliness and 
neatness of person and attire speak for themselves. In our graded 
schools one often finds classes of which the majority have clean hands 
And faces, well-kempt hair, polished shoes; and in the same school 
other classes in which there is wholesale untidiness. Filthy pupils 
have no self-respect. There is little use in preaching of a clean heart 
to a pupil who has not had a good bath within a month. 

In this matter, however, much can be accomplished by tact and 
Undness. The experienced teacher picks out clean pupils and com- 
pliments them. This suggestion, often repeated, is suflScient for the 
majority of the unclean. Such gentle measures, if sufficient, may be 
supplemented by a polite note to the mother requesting co-operation. 
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BUILDING. HEATING, LIGHTING AND VENTILAT- 
ING OF RURAL SCHOOL HOUSES AND 
BEAUTIFYING OF GROUNDS. 




Proper school-house architecture, so far as it relates to one-rocr 
district school buildings, has been neglected to the point that speci- 
attention should be given the subject. Too many people and inte- 
ests are involved to justify, for an instant, a disregard of this ii 
portant duty which has been entrusted to county school officials, 
is fair to assume that the average school official is not an authority 
on these matters ; and it has occurred frequently that the plans iiQ< 
specifications for school-houses have been furnished by some local 
builder who, to say the least, is not an expert in these things. For^ 
the reason that all single-room school buildings should meet certaiue 
fundamental requirements, they should be built similar, or ver^r 
nearly so. The poorest economy a School Board may practice is to 
build cheap school-houses. Inasmuch as the cost will determine the 
kind of a structure the community will have as its school building for 
decades, the difference of a few hundred dollars as between an unsuit- 
able and a suitable one should not prevent the building of the latter. 
Indeed, a lack of qualifications for the important position of school 
official cannot be more quickly shown than when expressed in the con- 
struction of school buildings, which are unattractive in appearanr'C, 
unadapted to intended purposes and unhygienic in interior arrange- 
ment. The comfort, kealth and mental progress of pupils depi>nd 
very largely on how well this part of the school official's duty is lyev- 
formed, and it ought to be regarded as little less than a crime where 
there is dereliction of duty or ignorance of necessary requirements 
in this important subject. 

A County School Board should determine not how little money, 
but how much can be set apart for building a school-house. Then 
plans and specifications prepared by some school-house architect of 
recognized worth should be obtained, and the house built from these 
may become the model for other buildings to be erected in the future. 
Additions and modifications may be made from time to time to meet 
local conditions. The mistake so often made in building small 
houses, for the reason there are at that tinie but few pupils, must be 
guarded against. The school population of a district is a variable 
quantity. What is regarded as a small school now may be quite large 
in a few years. We must build to accommodate the largest number it 
is possible for one teacher to handle. 
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The time has come when we should be able to refer to a model dis- 
€t school-house in Maryland. If we are to keep pace with advance- 

n^ient in other lines, we should be working toward some standard 

"^^liich may be referred to as a model for School Boards to follow. 

Two or more rural districts, consolidated, could well establish and 

*>=^aintain such a school. 

What are some of the requirements of a model school ? 

School grounds embracing from two to three acres, which should 

^ divided into plots for trees for shade, fruit trees, ornamental 

slirubbery, vegetable and flower gardens, playgrounds and walks. 

^lie building should be large enough for a vestibule, cloak-rooms and* 

^ teachers' or recitation room. It should be of simple and attractive 

^^^hitecture, and painted in appropriate colors. The floors and wain- 

*^ot:ing should be of good material. The walls should be finished in 

S^"^y tint, and the ceiling should be plastered and then covered with 

^^ortgtie and grooved ceiling material or finished with metal ceiling. 

The light should be either unilateral or, if bilateral, should come 
'^c>xii left and rear of pupil when seated. There should be an abun- 
^^^O.ce of good blackboard, preferably slate, single adjustable desks, 
tation seats, a good teachers' desk and a revolving chair, and some 
chairs for visitors. Every school-house should have a good 
^^^Icase filled with copies of standard works, reference books and 
«r books adapted to the interest and capacity of pupils, 
'urnace heat or a stove surrounded by an iron jacket connected 
"th a fresh air flue. The chimney should be built from the ground 

should include a ventilating shaft. 
*^he walls should be decorated with statuary and appropriate pic- 
^^^^^es of merit. There should be a set of outline maps, charts and a 
^^^:^be. 

Ihe outbuildings should be in the rear corners of the lot and sur- 

^Vmded by evergreen trees or lattice work covered with running 

^^Xies. Arrangements should be made with some nearby neighbor for 

^ Bupply of good pure water. It has been found well nigh impossible 

*^o maintain a pump of good water on the school grounds. At a small 

^ost this arrangement may be made with some one living near the 

School-house. 

The dimensions of the schoolroom proper should be not less than 
30x24, and the height of ceiling not less than 12 feet. By permission, 
some model one-room school buildings, photograph and floor plan, 
are taken from a pamphlet prepared by W. R. Parsons & Sons Com- 
pany, on district school-house architecture and given herewith. 
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Other noted authorities are quoted on the topics of heating, venti- 
lating and lighting of schoolrooms and beautifying school grounds. 
It is hoped that these may be at least suggestive and will lead to im- 
provement along these lines of school administration. 

Extracts from report made by Hon. Joseph Evans Sperry, of Balti- 
more, to the committee on school buildings of Municipal Art Com- 
mission. This report was made in 1896, and contains many sugges- 
tions apropos to the subjects included in this chapter. 

"The study of school-house design is based chiefly on the unit of 

^all school buildings, viz., the single schoolroom. Whatever is most 

appropriate, most healthful and best adapted to teaching is evidently 

suitable for many such units assembled under one room — the only 

variability lying in the purpose of the room itself. 

"The most important of all considerations in any schoolroom is the 

method by which it is lighted; second, the amount of 

ESSENTIALS floor spacc to each pupil; thirdly, the ratio of cubic 

feet of space to each pupil; fourthly, the methods of 
heating and ventilation, and lastly, architectural design. 

Dr. Lincoln states that the ideal schoolroom is lighted from one 
side only, viz: the unilateral system, and the size is limited by this 
condition. The height should not exceed fourteen feet ; in this dimen- 
sion almost all the authorities are agreed, twelve feet being 
HEIGHT the minimum, and thirteen to thirteen and one-half feet be- 
ing preferred by most teachers. The unilateral system 
limits the width of the room to twenty-four feet. This room should 
be oblong rather than square. A room 24x32x14 feet gives a cubicity 

of 10,752. The best ratio for schoolroom is as 3 is to 4 for width and 
length. 

"Dr. Philbrick says that the tops of all windows should be square, 

not more than 6 inches from the ceiling, the bottoms at least 3 feet 6 

inches from the floor, equally spaced, not grouped, with 
WINDOWS transom sashes, hung at the base, above the sliding sash; 

not over two windows in the back are admissible. They 
should be placed as near the left hand corner as possible consistent 
with a good external appearance. Some authorities claim that the 
window space should be not less than one-fourth to one-fifth the floor 
space. We are inclined to believe that this is excessive. Dr. Phil- 
brick considers one-sixth of the floor space a sufficient ratio for the 
window space, and this is in accord with the most approved current 
practice. One authority claims that each pupil should have 2^4 
square feet of glass. The highest authorities in school hygiene claim 
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that each pupil should have from 300 to 350 square inches of glass. 
Other authorities claim that windows should be closely grouped, not 
distributed, along the wall. No pier of masonry or woodwork should 
divide a window. The light should be massed, not divided. Here we 
have a conflict of opinion. Where schoolrooms exceed 13 feet in 
height, complaint is sometimes heard as to their acoustic qualities. 
If the height exceeds 13 feet and there are decided echoes, rounding 
the corners and coving the ceiling will generally destroy them. 
There should not be over four panes of glass in a window. Multi- 
plied* crossbars obstruct light and cast shadows. 

"The minimum allowance by hygienic authorities is 15 feet of floor 

space and 210 cubic feet of air space for each pupil ; the maximum is 

about 21 feet of floor space and 300 feet of air space. In 

FLOOR the room whose dimensions are given above, consider the 

SPACE air in the room to be changed once in ten minutes, or six 
times an hour, the hourly supply would be 64,512 cubic 
feet of fresh air. The quantity required by each pupil being placed at 
1,800 cubic feet, the amount cited would be suflScient to accommodate 
36 pupils. To accommodate a larger number of pupils and fulfill 
the maximum requirement, the air would have to be admitted more 
rapidly." 

In the above report a decided preference is given to the unilateral 
system of lighting, and the reasons leading to the adoption of this 
system. The following editorial from The American Architect and 
Building News of November, 1893, gives the other side of the 
question. 

"Ten or fifteen years ago it was the common belief of writers on 
school hygiene that a schoolroom ahould only be lighted from one 
side. Experiment on themselves had convinced the ocu- 
LiQHTiNQ lists that the most comfortable light for reading or writ- 
ing was an unilateral illumination, coming from the left, 
and, on their representation, the rule of unilateral lighting was im- 
posed by the school authorities upon the designers of the best schools 
of the period, who were told that cross-lights were, at all hazards, to 
be avoided. It seemed to us then that, in applying the experience of 
a single writer or student to a room full of pupils, the theorists had 
forgotten that, in a schoolroom of ordinary width, either the pupils 
in the portion of the room farthest from the window side would get 
far too little light for proper or comfortable vision, or those nearest 
the windows would get too much. Moreover, in summer, currents of 
air across the room are necessary to keep the air at an endurable 
temperature, and the French school designers, recognizing this fact, 
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but not venturing to give up the unilateral lighting, met the difficulty 
by planning windows on one side of their rooms, and, on the other 
openings, filled with blind-slats, so that air, but not light, would 
pass through. 

"For these reasons, we thought then, and said so, that the prepon- 
derance of advantages, at least for our climate, lay in bilateral -light- 

^^gf by means of windows in opposite sides of the room, 
BILATERAL and that the cross-lights from the two sets of windows, 

LIGHTING although annoying, were less injurious to the eyes than 
deficient light, while the advantages presented by this 
system for the ventilation, or rather the aeration, of the room, were 
too important not to be taken into consideration. The investiga- 
tions which led to the adoption of unilateral lighting were first under- 
taken in Germany, and the system was not only, at that time, rigidly 
enforced in new buildings, but thoroughly tested by comparisons 
made between the sight of the pupils in them, and that of the pupils 
in the older school-houses, lighted on what may be called the mis- 
cellaneous principle. After a few years of experience, it was shown 
beyond question that more cases of near-sightedness originated in 
rooms with unilateral illumination than in rooms of the old sort with 
windows on different sides. 

"The experience of some of our local teachers is well worth con- 
sideration. The late Dr. Newell, in arranging the seats in the rooms 

of the State Normal School, lighted from two adjacent 
DR. NEWELL sldcs, placcd the teacher's platform facing the light, 

stating that it was better that one person should suffer 
the inconvenience than that the entire class should do so. One of the 
teachers states that frequent headache was the result for her, and it 
was necessary at times to darken the windows in the end of the room. 

"The present Vice-Principal of the State Normal School, whose 
wide experience and accurate observation entitles her opinion to 

respectful consideration, states that the senior classroom 

NORMAL of that building, with windows on one side, is sufficiently 

SCHOOL lighted except on occasions when the pupils are detained 

beyond the usual school hours. She also objects to 
rooms lighted from two adjacent sides, but prefers the lighting from 
opposite sides. The senior classroom referred to is 26 feet 3 inches 
wide, and 48 feet long, and 12 feet 11 inches high, accommodating 
one hundred pupils. It is lighted by five windows having a glass 
area of 3 feet G inches by 7 feet 10 inches — 27 5-12 square feet, and 
a total glass area of 137^ square feet. 
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**The floor area is 1,260 square feet, which gives a proposition of 
"the glass area of about one- ninth, the exact figures being 108/1,000, 
"which is far below the requirements of the German rule referred to 
^bove, and the proportion suggested by Dr. Philbrick. The wide wall 
space between the windows, and the distance of the window heads 
from the ceiling, seriously interfere with a uniform distribution of 
-the light. 

"From the evidence before me, and from my personal observation 
^nd experience, I would suggest that unilateral lighting should be 

permitted for all rooms not exceeding 24 feet in width ; 
SUGGESTIONS for wlder rooms, bilateral lighting from opposite sides ; 

in no case shall the glass area be less than one-sixth the 
floor area. Windows in the end of the room back of the pupils are per- 
mitted only when supplied with inside blinds having fixed slats, for 
the purpose of summer ventilation ; such windows are not to be con- 
sidered as a part of the light area required above. The heads of win- 
dows, square heads being preferred, to be 6 inches from the ceiling, 
and the sills 3 feet 6 inches from the floor. 

^'The location of the hat and coat rooms is important, and should 
be carefully considered. In some of the schools recently erected 

these rooms are placed in the classroom, being sep- 
HAT AND arated only by a wood partition 7 feet high. This 

COAT ROOMS arrangement should not be permitted. The prox- 
imity of the various wraps, overshoes and umbrellas 
of forty or fifty children, for obvious reasons, would add nothing to 
the purity of the air in the classroom.'* 

EXTRACTS FROM REPORT OF STATE SCHOOL SUPERIN- 
TENDENT STEPHENS MADE TO THE STATE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION, 1902. 

This matter of proper ventilation is one which must receive better 
consideration than it has heretofore. In traveling over the State 
and visiting schools of the various counties I have been surprised to 
find how this matter, as important as it is, has been neglected. I 
have answers from the various School Examiners giving the infor- 
mation that but few school buildings have been erected with any par- 
ticular regard to their proper ventilation. Some of our largest and 
newest buildings, such as we have at Annapolis, Sparrows Point, 
Chestertown, Centreville and Easton, have the fresh-air shaft, and 
are scientifically ventilated. There are a few other buildings 
scattered here and there where ventilation was considered and ar- 
ranged for. But nearly all school buildings depend on the window 
for fresh air, and this is the only means of obtaining it except at re- 
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cess periods and the noon hour, when the door is open. In this 
spect the present buildings are poorer than those of bygone day 
inasmuch as the broken plaster and the holes in the weather-boar J -^ 
ing made it easy for fresh air to get in and vitiated air to escape, 
doubt not the low temperature, with its pure air, was more healthfu 
then than is our higher but vitiated temperature of today. I cannoiH 
conceive how we can disregard the physical well-being of our pupili^ 
to a greater extent or dwarf the bodies of our youth more, or scatters 
the germs of disease faster, than to require our pupils to sit in smalM 
and badly ventilated rooms, breathing over and over again poisonedH 
air. There is no doubt that germs of disease may enter the humane 
system through the air we breathe as well as through the food we eat"^ 
or the water we drink. Parents are careful that the child does not eat=3 
unwholesome food or drink stagnant or even impure water, but take^ 
little heed of the kind of air he breathes. We can only guess how^ 
many persons contract disease while pupils in our schools, but it is^ 
fair to assume many do so. It may be that many of our new ailments^ 
are traceable for their beginnings to the overcrowded and badly ven — 
tilated schoolrooms. Another reason for the State to appropriate??^ 
more money for schools is the pressing need in many sections for-" 
better school buildings. I have found quite a number of buildings 
with not even weights and cords as means for lowering windows from 
the top. The only way to admit fresh air was from the bottom of the 
window, which, if unsupplied with a close-fitting board beneath the 
lower sash, would create a cold draught on the pupils sitting near the 
place. Who can deny that these sudden draughts have not been the 
beginnings for rheumatism later on and this followed by heart 
trouble, and also pulmonary trouble? Even with an arrangement for 
the window to lower from the top this is not sufficient for ventilation 
during the season of cold weather. It will do for temperate weather 
when there are no cold winds and draughts, but during the season for 
stove heat there must be an appliance for ventilation connected with 
the heating apparatus. 

Dr. Harris, Commissioner of Education, recently made an address 
on this subject, in which he made the following wise suggestions : 

"The brief remarks which I shall make in this paper are devoted to the question 
of interest in the great majority of school-houses in this country — ^houses that 
depend on windows and doors and chimney flues for their ventilation and for 
heating depend upon stoves or hot-air furnaces or steam coils. The universal ten- 
dency when the air of the schoolroom becomes too hot is to raise a window and let 
in the cold air from the bottom. Tlie consequence of this is a direct draught upon the 
backs or shoulders of pupils sitting near the window. Pupils at a distance from 
the window get some of the fresh air without danger from the current of air 
caused. It seems to me that very many cases of ill-health in later life can be 
traced back to carelessness in this matter of direct ventilation from the window upon 
the pupil. The seeds of future rheumatism were then planted. Rheumatism, it is 
well known, leads to heart disease. In case the lungs are the weakest point, 
consumption may set in first, especially where the effect of sitting in a draught of 
air produces a bad cold instead of rheumatism. 

"Inasmuch as the cold stream of air falls to the floor on entering the room 
and diffuses itself around the floor, it tends to produce cold feet. Hence the

sted by me during many years* practice. Any schoolroom that has 
ws to it may be ventilated by this process in a fairly serviceable way. 
uite important that there should be ventilating flues at the bottom of 
pening into a large ventilating flue surrounding the smokestack, which 
le heat of the furnace. There is a sort of sour schoolroom air which 
visitor remembers vividly. This schoolroom smell cannot be removed 
except by ventilators at the bottom of the room. The ventilation by 
le tops of the windows that I have already described gives a fair supply 
: to all in the room, but it is not quite adequate to remove this 
amell here spoken of. The ventilating flue at the bottom of the room 
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opening into the smokestack is supposed to dr&w the air out of the bottom of i^be 
room by the draught of the heated air ascending the Hniokestack. By the term 
'smokestack/ I refer to the iron pipes within the chimney through which the 
smoke and gases from the fuel escape up the chimney. A space left around tliiB 
smokestack and open all the way to the top of the chimney furnishes the ren- 
tilating flue which is found to do the service in bcIiooI- houses. When the build- 
ing is not heated by furnace and the volume of air in the ventilating flues is not 
heated, there will not be a draught sufficient to suck out the sour and fetid a-ir 
from the bottom of the schoolroom. An open fireplace in some part of t:lie 
schoolroom will answer this purpose admirably if a small fire is kept in it eon- 
stantly, even in summer. A kerosene lamp of small size will do wonders tyy 
causing an ascending current of air which draws out the bad air at the bottx^m 
of the room. 

"In case the room is heated by a stove, the stove should be a large one, so 
that the door may be left open after the coal is ignited. The draught which carri€« 
the steam and gases up the chimney also draws out the bad air from the lo^vv'^' 
part of the room. In case wood is used, and an open door occasions too ra.pi<l 
combustion of the fuel, some other plan must be adopted. The old Frank: lii^ 
stove or fireplace makes the best ventilator, though a poor heater. Its heatixXj^ 
capacity may be increased sufficiently by lengthening the pipe and carrying* ^^ 
around the top of the room before connecting with the chimney. 

"I should have said above that when the outdoor temperature is 80** F., «'*' 
above, the windows may be raised from the bottom a foot or so, and lowered* 
from the top as much as possible. 

"There are devices of oblique boards placed at the bottom of the window, or •^ 
the top of it, which are intended to deflect the current of air upward, and ther^* 
by prevent its injurious effects on the shoulders of the pupils. I do not do^i*'^ 
that these devices are of some use, but in my experience I have never known thcfi* 
to be so good as the plan of lowering the windows from the top simply — that ***» 
one inch in cold weather and a foot or n^ore in mild weather; the reason, I sUp' 
pose, to be this : That the oblique board serves to prevent the infiow of air wb^" 
there is no breeze stirring outside of the schoolroom. For air, when still, '^^' 
fuses to climb over the oblique board, just as water, or any other fiuid, refu^*^ 
to climb over its bank. The oblique arrangement will work only when the wi0^ 
blows toward the schoolroom. 

"Of all the methods of heating the schoolroom by direct radiation, hot-wat^^ 
pipes extending around the room, connected with means of admitting fresh »*J 
under the pipes, is the best that I have seen. The steam coil is apt to overhe** 
and injure the quality of the air, although this may be rendered unnecessary by * 
more liberal supply of coils. The stove and the fireplace heat the schoolroo^ 
unevenly, but they furnish a natural means of ventilation, while the steam <K>** 
or the hot-water pipes demand some auxiliary process for ventilation, a proc«*^ 
which is sometimes neglected, however. If ventilation is not provided for, tl*^ 
steam or hot-water heating apparatus may prove quite injurious to the health ^ 
the pupils." 

THE COUNTRY SCHOOL HOI SE AND ITS GROUNDS. 
By the Hon. James Wilson, Secretary op Agriculture. 

Sonietiiues the country schoolhouse has extensive and well-kep*- 
grounds, but oftener it is in a pasture, a cultivated field or a wood-l<>'' 
In these instances, although the playgrounds are usually adequate* 
the opportunities for object-lessons in natural history and in varioi^^ 
profitable but incidental lines of study may not be recognized. 

Flowers should abound in the schoolhouse grounds. They fl^ 
among the best of educators, for they develop taste and a love for th^ 
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3eaiitifuly and make men sensitive to the attractive and lovely, in 
rown or country, in field or forest. 

Moreover, the flower of the plant has an economic use. concerning 
nrhich the scholar should be informed. Nature designed it to invite 
:he wayfaring insect, and we can employ it to delight the child in its 
irst journey away from home. Little people, in fair weather, should 
lot sit long at a time on benches in school. The la\i^ should be ar- 
ranged for their pleasure, and in any such arrangement flowers can- 
not be omitted. 

Instructive lessons about annuals, biennials and perennials could 
De taught as the years go by. The names of the plants and of their 
several parts would be memorized much more readily from the living 
subject than from a book. At recess and during the noon hour much 
Df the plant-lore given to the more advanced students would be dealt 
Dut by them to the beginners. 

Many of us have distinct recollections of disagreeable schoolhouses 
and grounds. We ought to arrange matters so that different impres- 
sions will be made on the little people who now venture from home 
ind go to school. We should associate as many attractive things 
^ound the schoolhouse as can be brought together, just as we make 
the parlor the most beautiful room at home in order that our friends 
may be pleased while they visit us. 

Flowers and plants are most pleasing additions to the house as well 
as to the lawn. Students should be taught the daily care necessary to 
have healthy and beautiful flowering plants, the uses of the' spray, 
and the remedies for infesting or destructive insects. 

The children of a schoolroom will watch with interest the unfold- 
ing of new leaves, the first appearance of a bud, and finally the burst- 
ing petals of a beautiful blossom. Without much extra labor the 
paths that should be artistically laid out on each schoolhouse lawn 
can be edged with neat, blooming border plants. The pupils would 
always delight in caring for and protecting them. 

Flower-beds on the lawn are pretty if properly made. A few hya- 
cinth bulbs planted in the fall make almost as early reminders of 
spring as the hepatica or the ambitious crocus that laughs at a snow- 
bank. The hyacinth bulb is interesting from the moment it peeps 
through the ground, and its flowers are satisfactory, too, because they 
last longer than those of most other early bloomers. 

The gathering of seeds from all trees, shrubs and plants should be 
encouraged. If all the seeds be saved, pupils whose parents have not 
encouraged flower culture may be induced to make little flower- 
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gardens at home, and incidentally to take pride in the appearance o^ 
the yard. 

Small trees and shrubs look well set out as a hedge, besides furni^^* 
ing a shade on one side of the lawn. Each girl might have a floweri :*^8 
shrub planted for her, the variety to be of her own selection, and ^ 
should then become her special care. 

Several things might be done to make the schoolhouse yard int< 
esting to the students. Upon the advent of each new pupil a tn 
native to the latitude, might be planted. This would give a certa 
dignity to each new pupil. 

Young people attending the country school would soon learn tl 
names of all the trees indigenous to the neighborhood. If the pupi 
would gather the seeds of the trees at different seasons when th< 
are ripe, the teacher would have an object-lesson to assist her in co^^ 
ducting Nature studies. Methods of preserving these seeds throug""^ 
the winter and the habits of growth of the different varieties woul 
be studied with intense interest and never forgotten. , As the pupil 
visited new neighborhoods and new countries, their early forestry 
lessons would be valuable in enabling them to add to their knowledge 
of sylviculture. 

The young farmer attending the district school could readily b^ 
taught what a plant gets from the soil and what it gets from the air^- 
The several grasses could be planted, and their office in filling th^ 
soil with humus, enabling the soil to retain moisture, could be ex:- 
plained. The legumes — peas, beans, clover and alfalfa — could b^ 
grown in the schoolhouse yard, and during recess or at the noon hour 
the teacher could interest the students by digging up a young pea or 
clover root and showing the nodules, w^hose office is to bring the free 
nitrogen from the atmosphere and fix it in the soil. 

The pupils would see that some relation exists between the size of 
the nodule and the fruit of the legume. As a plant grows older and 
blossoms and seeds begin to form, the matter found in the nodules 
rises in the plant to help make seeds, leaving the nodules like old 
egg-shells from which the birds have been hatched. 

The microscope could be brought into use in the study of the soil, 
and microscopic plants could be studied, special attention being paid 
to those that change fertilizer into plant-food. 

Entomological studies might very well be carried on around the 
country schoolhouse. The wild bee goes from flower to flower or the 
clover plant seeking pollen with which to build her cells or honey to 
store in them. She performs a very useful labor for the farmer by 
carrying pollen from flower to flower. 
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The people around Charleston who raise early cucumbers in green* 

bouses for the early markets find it necessary to use the brush in dis- 

'i^ibuting pollen, but they take care to have a swarm of bees to do the 

'Ork as soon as the weather is warm enough. 

Tens of thousands of Smyrna fig-trees that should produce the most 

-aluable fig of commerce, brought from the Turkish empire and plant 

on the Pacific coast, have never ripened fruit except when artificial 

:K)ollination was practised. An entomologist, visiting the trees, told 

<:he owners that what was needed was a little wasp that lives on a 

lid fig in the neighborhood of Smyrna. After repeated efforts, that 

Jttle fiy has been brought from its Asiatic home, and is now domiciled 

n the fig orchards, ready to help the people of that neighborhood to 

:in a new industry. 

The attention of the young farmer at the country schoolhouse could 
gradually drawn, by easy stages, from one insect to another. A 
little help by the teacher would arouse in the student intelligent in- 
terest in our insect friends and enemies. 

Children should be encouraged to bring specimens to school, collec- 
tions could be made, and the student's name associated with every 
:iiew discovery. In all these ways the student can be brought to an 
Tinderstanding of Nature, living and inanimate, to a knowledge that 
^'ill develop head and hand and heart.

State Superintendent of Public Education, Annapolis, 

Dear Mr. Stephens : — Following the discussion by our Board in 
regard to planting shrubbery and hardy herbaceous plants around 
the Frostburg Normal School, permit me to suggest that it seems to 
me that the same argument would apply with equal appropriateness 
to the other public schools throughout the State. As we have talked, 
you know I am a strong believer that the moral ideas of the teacher 
do quite as much to educate, refine and improve the mental condi- 
tion of the scholars as the memorizing of what may be printed in 
books. In this same line, certainly the beautifying of the grounds 
surrounding our county schoolhouses would not only be a practical 
lesson in Nature, but would cultivate a refining interest in plant life 
that would be a great pleasure in after life. I consider the careful 
attention to the school grounds following third only to clean clothes 
and orderly building. I suggest that you call this to the attention 
of the teachers, and see if some interest cannot be gotten up in this 
subject. I do not mean that a landscape gardener shall be employed, 
and expensive plants purchased — just the reverse, the children should 
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plan the grounds, aided by the teachers, and by judiciously manage^} 
rivalry, keep all the children interested. As to what to plant, it- 
would l>e hard to suggest, because of the vastly differing conditions of 
soil and climate in our State, but I am sure if any of our schoolB 
would send a sample of the earth to the State Agricultural School, 
they will gladly give a list of such classes of shrubbery as will prol>- 
ably thrive in it. The l>epartment of Agriculture at Washington 
frecjuently has a surplus of rare and interesting ])lant8 left over froK"*! 
their experimental stations, and T am sure would gladly send them to 
]»laces where they would be used for educational purposes and pro"^ ^- 
erly cared for. If a small part of the time now spent in readiim.^ 
HHvlcHs literature were devoted to Nature studies like this one, oltit 
growing children would be brought closer to those things which matw^e 
us l)etter and give us cleaner thoughts and ambitions. 

HINTS ON KURAL SCHOOL GROUNDS. 
By I*rof. L. H. Bailey, Cornell University. 

One's training for the work of life is begun in the home and fc^**- 
tored in the school. This training is the result of a direct and co '^^' 
scions effort on the part of the parent and teacher, combined with tl-"»^ 
indirect result of the surroundings in which the child is placed. Tt"^^ 
surroundings are more potent than we think, and they are usual^-^' 
neglected. It is probable that the antipathy to farm life is ofte^*^ 
formed before the child is able to reason on the subject. An attra 
tive playground will do more than a profitable wheat crop to keep 
child on the farm. 

now TO BEGIN A REFORM. 

We will assume that there is one i)erson in each rural district wl»- 
desires to renovate and improve the school premises. There may \w 
two. If this person is the School Commissioner or the teacher, » 
much the l>etter. 

Let this person call a meeting of the patrons at the schoolhouse^ 
I^iy before the people the necessity of improving the premises, 
co-operation of the most influential men in the district should 
secured before the meeting is called. 

Propose a "bee-' for improving the school grounds. John Smitl' 
will agree to repair the fence (or take it away, if it is not needed) - 
Jones will plow and harrow the ground, if plowing is necessary* 
Brown will sow the grass seed. Black and Green and White will 
go about the neighborhood with their teams for trees and bnsheS' 
Some of these may be got in the edges of the woods, but many of the 
bushes can be ])ick(»d up in front yards. Others will donate their 
labor toward grading. ]»lanting and cleaning up the place. The whole 
thing can be done in one day. Perhaps Arbor Day can be chosen.

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THE PLAN OP THE PLACE. 

This is the most important part of the entire undertaking^ — the 
right kind of a plan for the improvement of the grounds. The per- 
son who calls the meeting should have a definite plan in mind, and 
this plan may be discussed and adopted. 

BEGIN WITH THE FUNDAMENTALS, NOT WITH THE DETAILS. 

I^Iost persons reverse this natural order when they plant their 
gr-ounds. They first ask about the kinds of roses, the soil for snow- 
bji. 1 Is, how far apart hollyhocks shall be planted. It is as if the artist 
fl i^st asked about the color of the eyes and the fashion of the necktie ; 
^^ as if the architect first chose the color of paint and then planned 
^i^ building. The result of this type of planting is that there is no 
Pl 5^n, and the yard means nothing when it is done. Begin with the 
plan, not with the plants. 

THE PLACE SHOULD MEAN SOMETHING. 

The home ground should be homelike, retired and cozy. The school 
^^ound should be set off from the bare fields, and should be open 
^^'^^ugh to allow of playgrounds. It should be hollow — well planted 
^^^ the sides, open in the interior. The side next the highway should 
^^^utain little planting. The place should be a picture, not a mere 
^^^llection of trees and bushes. 

This style of planting seems to be too elaborate and expensive for 
^^y ordinary place. But if the reader will bear with me, he shall 
*^^rn otherwise. 

KEEP THE CENTER OF THE PLACE OPEN. 

Do not scatter the trees over the place. They will be in the way. 
The boys will break them down. Moreover, they do not look well 
^hen scattered over the whole area. When an artist makes a picture 
'^ith many people in it, he does not place the persons one by one all 
Over his canvas; he masses them. Thereby he secures a stronger 
Effect. He focuses attention, rather than distributes it. 

The diagrams make this conception plain. The same trees and 
^hrubs can be used to make either a nursery or a picture. But it is 
^ore diflScult to make the nursery, and to keep it in order, because 
^he trees grow one at a place in the sod, and they are exposed to 
Occidents. 

Go to the blackboard. With four lines represent the borders of the 
*^chool grounds. Indicate the schoolhouse and the outbuildings. 
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Existing trees may be located by sinall circles. Now you have the 
facts, or the fixed points. 

Now put in the walks. The first fixed point is the front door. The 
other fixed point is the place or places at which the children enter 
the grounds. Join these points by the most direct and simpleet 
curves possible. That is all there is of it. In many, or perhaps moft 
places, the house is so near the highway that only a straight walk 
is possible or advisable. 

Next comes the planting. Let it be irregular and natural, and 
represent it by a wavy line. First of all, cover up the outhonaes. 
Then plant heavily on the side, or in the direction of the prevailing 
wind. Ijeave openings in your plan wherever there are views to be 
had of fine old trees, attractive farm homes, a brook, or a beantifol 
hill or field. Throw a handful of shrubs into the corners by the steps 
and about the bare corners of the building. 

You now have a plan to work to. It has been the work of five min- 
utes at the blackboard. 

Sometimes the problem is not so simple as all this. There may be 
three entrances to the grounds and a highway on two sides. Fig. 29 
is a plan made for such a place in Western New York. It was thought 
to be necessary to separate the playgrounds of the boys and girls. 
This was done by a wide hedge-row of bushes running back from the 
schoolhouse. 

Perhaps some persons object to so much shrubbery. They look 
upon it as mere brush. Very well, then use trees alone. But do not 
scatter them hit and miss over the place. Give room for the children 
to play ; and make the place a picture at the same time. Three or four 
ti*ees may be planted near the building to shade it, but the heaviest 
planting should be on the sides. 

MAKING A SOD. 

In many cases the school yard is already level or well graded and 
has a good sod, and it is not necessary to plow it and re-seed it. It 
should be said that the sod on old lawns can be I'enewed without plow- 
ing it up. In the bai-e or thin places, scratch up the ground with an 
iron-toothed rake, apply a little fertilizer, and sow more seed. Weedy 
lawns are those in which the sod is poor. It may be necessary to pnll 
out the weeds; but after they are out, the land should be quickly cov- 
ered with sod, or they will come in again. Annual weeds, as pigweed, 
ragweed, can usually be crowded out by merely securing a heavier 
sod. A little clover seed will often be a good addition, for it supplies 
nitrogen, and has an excellent mechanical effect on the soil.

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The ideal time to prepare the land is in the fall before the heavy 
rains come. Then sow in the fall, and again in early spring on a late 
sno^. However, the work may be done in spring, but the danger is 
tlia,t it will be put off so long that the young grass will not become 
established before the dry, hot weather comes. 

THE KINDS OP PLANTS FOB THE MAIN PLANTING. 

We now come to the details — the particular kinds of plants to use. 
One great principle will simplify the matter: the main planting 
sliould be for foliage effects. That is, think first of giving the place a 
heavy border mass. Flowers are mere decorations. 

Select those trees and shrubs which are the commonest, because 
"thej are cheapest, hardiest and most likely to grow. There is no 
district so poor and bare that enough plants cannot be secured, with- 
ont money, for the school yard. You will find them in the woods, in 
olfi yards, along the fences. It is little matter if no one knows their 
Barnes. What is handsomer than a tangled fence-row? 

Scatter in a few trees along the fence and about the buildings. 
Maples, basswood, elms, ashes, buttonwood, pepperidge, oaks, beeches, 
t^ii^ches, hickories, poplars, a few trees of pine or spruce or hemlock — 
^^y of these are excellent. If the country is bleak a rather heavy 
planting of evergreens about the border, in the place of so much shrub- 
t>ex*y, is excellent. 

f^or shrubs, use the common things to be found in the woods and 
^^^ales, together with roots which can be had in every old yard, 
^^illows, osiers, witch-hazel, dogwood, wild roses, thorn apples, haws, 
elders, sumac, wild honeysuckles — these and others can be found in 
^^^ry school district. From the farmyards can be secured snowballs, 
^I^ireas^ lilacs, forsythias, mock-oranges, roses, snowberries, barber- 
^^^8, flowering currants, honeysuckles and the like. 

"Vines can be used to excellent purpose on the outbuildings or on the 
^^lioolhouse itself. The common wild Virginia creeper is the most 
^^**viceable. 

KINDS OF PLANTS FOR DECORATION. 

Against these heavy borders and in the angles about the building 
^*^^ny kinds of flowering plants can be grown. The flowers are much 
Xire easily cared for in such positions than they are in the middle 
the lawn, and they also show off better. Hollyhocks are very 
^^ective. 

It is impossible to grow many flowers in the school ground under 
I^^^esent conditions, for what is everybody's business is nobody's busi- 
^^88 ; and then, the place is neglected all through the summer.

The "cost of books*' Issued to each school Is giyen In this report as nn apportion- 
ment to the several schools of the total amount expended for books during the year, 
based upon the number of books Issued to each school at an average price per book. 

Having In view during the succeeding years that the cost of books is especially 
desired we shall be able In the future to give this phase of the report exact. 

The new school law with Its more munificent State aid probably means more to 
Southern Maryland than to any other section. Under the resulting Improved finan- 
cial conditions In Charles County we are gradually replacing our miserable old school 
houses with better ones better equipped. We are also raising the standard of our 
teaching corps by an increased and graded teachers' salary. 

We already feel some effects of this stimulation. During the past years it has 
been very hard to secure enough teachers for our schools, but today we have twenty- 
five more applicants than vacancies. 

With no untoward check the improvements in the public schools of Charles County 
will be, in the next few years, very marked. 

Among our needs, however, may be mentioned the following: 

A cumpulsory education law ; a clerk to each county board ; a State adoption of 
text books ; an exclusive State issue of teachers* certificates. A feasible plan, enacted 
into law, to enforce, under proper conditions, rural school consolidation and transpor- 
tation of pupils would also, in my opinion, help along the good cause.

My Dear Sir : — I herewith Rubmit to you the Annual Report of tbe Board of School 
Commissioners of Harford Count}' for the scholastic year ending June 30, 1905. and the 
flscal year closing; July .Tl, 1005. 

In presenting; the Annual Report of the schools of Harford (^ounty It affords us 
much satisfaction to say that general conditions, although not Just what are desired, 
are steadily improving along many lines of work. Our teachers, as a rule, are faith- 
ful and efficient, our i>eople are In hearty sympathy with the general aim and adminU- 
tration of the Public School system, and manifest an active and intelligent Interest in 
its success and advancement. This Interest is especially shown in the very practical 
aid and encouragement given to teachers in their efforts to provide additional equip- 
ment in the form of libraries of general literature, encyclopedias and other books of 
reference, pictures, organs, etc. It is here worthy of note that the Superintendent found 
last year, by actual count, «0 organs in the schools of the county, purchased through 
extra effort on the part of teachers and patrons. There were also found in operation 59 
district libraries, aggregating 5,080 volumes. That these libraries are constantly In- 
creasing In lK)th size and number is shown by the fact that each year our Board re- 
ceives re<iuests for at least fifteen or twenty donations of $10 each for library purposes. 
These donations from the Board are made only on condition that any school asking for 
one has already In hand an equal sum as the result of Its own efforts, and that this 
sum must be expended for books. The distribution of standard literature through the 
instrumentality of the schools and their circulating libraries has had a marked effect on 
the general intelllgenc.e of the people. 

Improvements in school properties have, for the year Just closed, been confined to 
repairs, but the Board has now under contemplation for the coming year the construc- 
tion of a flrst-cIass two- room house, and an addition of four rooms to the High School 
at Havre de Grace. 

The larger number of our schools are equipped with slate blackboards, and all 
vorn-out boards are l)elng gradually replaced with slate. 

Our High Schools and all two-room schools are supplied with sets of maps In 
cases, and It Is the purpose of the Board to furnish as rapidly as possible all one- 
room schools with the latest standard maps. 

The majority of our teachers are graduates of the State Normal School. Balti- 
more, but we have n numlier of excellent teachers from high schools and colleges in 
Maryland and other States. The provision of the law of 1004, authorizing the State 
Superintendent to endorse diplomas of approved Normal Schools outside of Maryland, 
will operate fo introduce teachers of experience and skill from outside sources. 

The provisions of the new law touching salaries has materially aided the teachers 
of our smaller schools, raising the minimum salary in Harford from $05 to $75 per 
term. Tnder our old salary schedule assistants working in the same room with princi- 
pals received only $65 per term ; under the new law all these receive $75. All first 
grade second class teachers now receive a minimum of $80 per term, against $75 nnder 
former schedule. First grade first-class teachers start at $80 Instead of $75 as 
formerly, and follow a law of Increase in average al)ove 15 pupils until a maximum 
salary of $100 Is reached. Assistants in two-room schools who received $75 by old 
sche«iule now get $80 per term. 

The foregoing facts go to show that^our Hoard has not only fully complied with 
tlui new law but has raised salaries throughout the county as much as the Increased 
receipts have made it possible. 

Harford has for many years kept her schools open ten months, hence the require- 
ment for a minimum scholastic year of nine months has not affected the length of 
school year.

During the past year satisfactory progress was made in the schools of this county, 
but we still feel the need of more teachers of Normal School training and of experience. 
The white schools were open three and three-fifths terms, and the colored schools two 
and four-flfths t( rms, and the teachers received a small advance over the salaries of the 
previous year. We reduced an indebtedness, that had been standing for several years, 
by the amount of $5,500. 

Since July 31 of the present year the new eight-room brick school house at Ilyatts- 
yllle, erected at a cost of over $10,000, has been completed and will be occupied at the 
opening of the school, on September 11th next. Three other school houses are now In 
course of construction, and will be ready for occupation In a few weeks. 

lAst year our teachers took unusual interest in the work of the Institute and In the 
meetings of their Association : and, I believe, they gained much benefit thereby.

Dear Sir : — The report of the Public Schools of Somerset County for the year encV 
ins July 31. 1005, is herewith submitted. 

In order that it may be understood that the law in reference to the school year 
aod teachers' salaries has been obeyed, it should be stated that most of the white 
scbools were conducted successfully for nine months, the school year beginning Sep- 
tember 12, 1004, and closing June 0, 1005. A few were compelled to close at the end 
of the spring term : others maintained a suitable average until the berry season in May, 
aod then collapsed entirely. Teachers were paid, according to their averages, for the 
actual time employed, including legal holidays, according to the requirements of the 
n^MT school law. 

The schools of the county having been conducted for so many years upon the 
basis of three terms, it has been difllcult to secure uniform adjustment to new condi- 
tions. In our towns and more thickly settled neighborhoods less difficulty was experi- 
enced than in the rural districts. It is to be hoped, however, that as the lengthened 
sctiool year becomes a settled part of our system, school patrons will adopt themselves 
to It and make sacrifices, if necessary, in order that their children may improve their 
•<^liool opportunities. We shall do all in our power to secure this result. 

The colored schools, owing to the limited resources of the School Board, were 
k^Pt open but two terms, the fall and winter. 

The County Institute was held during the week beginning September 12, the first of 
t^e (School year, and was profitable. 

Washington's Birthday, Maryland Day and Arbor Day were celebrated with suit- 
*ble exercises In the schools, as required by the school law.
